The Kearney party is to tender a public re- 
ception to Butier, and has turned over the bal, 
ance of its fund for that purpose. Butler has 
published a reply to the questions put to him 
by Kearney, with regard to what the City of 
San Francisco and the State of California may 
do witb the Chinese. 

BUTLBRB’S “OPINION ”’ 

is that a State cannot prevent or hinder the im- 
migration of Chnivamen; that the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States has no application to Chinamen, phey 
not being citizens; that a State may debar 
Chinamen in inland waters from engagement 
in licensed business, and from using the State 


courts; that a State cannot lav a 
capitation tax as a condition precedent 
to the landing ‘of Chivamen, but may 


levy whatever discriminating tax it sees fit upon 
all who are within its territory; that a State 
may exclude aliens from occupying any portion 
of territory, and confer on municipalities the 
power toexclude them; and, finally, that the 
State bas practically unlimited powers to take 
any measures to deliver itself from the curse of 
cheap labor. The ovinion is chiefly valuable as 
showing the extent to which Butler, in courting 
vote, is willing to affiliate with 
Kearney. 
THE BARGAIN. 

It is understood that Butler will soon speak 
in Faneuil Hall. The bargain between him and 
some of the leaders of the Democratie party is 
completed. It is understood that he agrees to 
use his strength to carry three Congressional 
Districts for the Democrats, and they, iu re- 
turn, agree to “fix things that no nomination 
be made at their State Convention for Gov- 
ernor, leaving dim a clear field to run against 
the Republican candidate.

THE GREAT ORATOR AMONG THE BEAN-EATERS 
OF MARBLEHEAD.

New Tonk, Aug. 12.—The Sun’s Marblehead 
special says: Ihe renowned fisherman’s town 
of Marblehead was the scene of great excite- 
ment to-night, the occasion being Kearney’s 
speech to the workingmen of this place.

HORATIO SEYMOUR. 

THE EX-GOVERNOR ON SOCIAL AND FINANCIAL 
QUESTIONS—COMMUNISM AND PROTECTION 
OFFSPRINGS OF THE SAME PARENT—THE WEST, 
AND ITS NEED OF A SOUND CURRENCY. 

Correspondence New York Aeraid. 

Utica, Aug. 9.—Your correspondent visited 
Gov. Seymour at bis farm in Deerfield to-day. 
The conversation took a political turn, as fol- 
lows: 

Governor, what iy your opinion is the polit- 
ical condition of the ¢ountry at this time: 

** There is confusion in the ranks of both par- 
ties. General distress makes geveral discon- 
tent. These give birth to various theofies about 
government, labor, and fipances. Many of them 
are wild; still they are of interest, as the? show 
what thoughts are in the miods of mea, and 
what views are held by large classes. While 
their theories may be false, still they prove that 
those who entertain them are in trouble; and 
they will bring out many facts which will be of 
value. The discussions of this year in the end 
will be of great use. To cure errors, they 
must be brought to light. Many crade fan- 


cies perish when men seek to bring them 
out and to defend them, and nothing cures dis- 
content so surely as to let those who are dissat- 
ished get up parties and try to organize aud 
manage them. As a rule, such parties fall into 
ruins before they can be brought into the field 
of action. This year will exvlode many errors, 
wilt sbatter manv new parties, and, it is to be 
hoped, will make clear aud establish many 
truths.“ 
NO TROUBLE FEARED. 

Do you fear any trouble from the Commun- 
ists or other Socialistic parties who seek to di- 
vide property!“ 

O, no; in this country they are the most 
harmless of men, and will do more good than 
burt. They make clear by their idleness and 
their follies the need of sound social orgaviza- 
tion. When they talk of gaining their ends by 
force, and their desire to wade up to their knees 
in blood, they only teach our citizens the need of 
good laws well enforced. Their impotence here 
shows the strength of our Government, beyond 
that of others. A madman may shoot a King 
and shake a State, but majorities cannot be 
assassinated. It is a blunder to interfere with 
their parades with arms in their hands. It 
would be a good thing if they were obliged to 
show themselves with all their weapons, and 
banners, and mottoes, on frequent occasions. 
Not only are the majority of our people owners 
of property, but not one poor man out of a 
hundred in this country would give up his 
chance of gaining wealth for al) that the Com- 
munists could give bim ii they had full sway. 
Such parties are only duugerous in countries 
where society is so stratified that the laborer 
has no hope, no chance to lift himself above 
want, unless he can overturn the social and 
political condition under which he lives. 

WHAT THE MEW PARTIES MAY Do. 

But what will other new parties do who 
hold less destructive ideas than the Commun- 
ists! 

They may elect some of their nominees: 
they may qualify the action of the old parties, 
get them out of their rutg. bring up new topics 
for discussion, and in these ways may be of 
use. The existence of these pew organizations 
proves that there is trouble apd distress iu our 
country, and they will force the governiug party 
to look into their causes. I do pot think these 
organizations will be long lived. As a rule, 
they appeal to classes, and not to the whole 
body of our citizens. The past history of our 
country shows that outside orgavizations pass 
away with the causes which give them birth.“ 

* You think, then, that some good may grow 
out of the present confusion in political af- 
fairs?”’ 

“Yes. The Communist is only a highly-de- 
veloped tariff-man, who believes that the Gov- 
ernment makes the prosperity of a country, and 
should interfere with tae business of its citi- 
zens. They both believe that the property of 
one should be given to another to make his busi- 
ness prosper. he one says this should be done 
by a division; the other reaches tic same end 
by taxation. They agree in the vital principles 
ol their theories that Government must protect 
labor; that political power, and vot industry aud 
pursuits adapted to the condition of our coun- 
try, are the true sources of wealth and prosperi- 
tv. We have reason to hope that honest Com- 
munists will see that there is the most 
waut and distress to-day among factory-opera- 
tives who have been protected mto poverty 
by Government, when, if they bad been let 
alone, most of them would now be owners of 
farms,—living, not in close tenements, but 
amid the beauties and abundance of the open, 
fertile country. On the other band, high-tariff 
men, when they study Communism, may learn 
that they get their wealth by taxivg others’, 
which io principle is no better thau taking it by 
divitiov. Communism, in its open form, can 
never do as much harm as it does in its latent 
shape in our navigation laws. Maiue shipbuild- 
ers will not allow our merchants to buy vessels 
vutside of our country. As they cannot get 
them here at prices at which they can make 
them pay, American commerce is driven from 
the oceans of the world; and we cannot send 
what we make or raise to many markets where 
they want to buy what we want to sell. But 
for this fact, all classes of farmers, mechanics, 
and laborers would at this time be prosperous. 

It is a curious fact, that the wealthy manutac- 
turers of New England and Penusylvania have 
been preaching the doctrine of Communism in 
urging that aclass of American laborers must 
be protected and supported by taxing American 
citizens through tariffs.”’ 

THE GREENBACK QUESTION. 

What do you think of the greenback ques- 
tion’ Will not the West demand an inflation 
of the currency! 

think not in the end, although inflation is 
popular with many at this time. There is also 
a prejudice in the minds of the people of the 

Vest growing out of the division of our ceun- 

try into debtor and creditor States. This is in- 
creased by the stupid aud selfish way in which 
the privilege of issuing National-Bank notes 
was divided. Most of it was given to one cor- 
ner of our country, where currency was less 
necded than elsewhere. I protested against 
this at the time, and refused to sigu the bil! 
which authorized the banks of this State to 
come under the law of Congress. The excuse 
for this partiality was, that all the States were 
offered an equal chance, but the West was not in 
a condition to take its share. But, if the rule had 
been made that no State should receive more 
than its share of the National-Bank currency, 
Eastern capitalists would have established 
banks at the West, for at that time the privi- 
lege was one of great value. Now it is not 
much cared for, so that most of the National- 
Bank capital is held in Pennsylvania, New York, 
and New Engiand. It is so local that the rest 
of the country have become indifferent or hos- 
tile to the system. But 1 do uot think the 
West can afford to have an inflation of our cur- 
rency. It would be more harmed by this than 
any other portion of dur Union. Appeals are 
now made with some cffect to their prejudices 
arainst what are called bioated capitalists or 
pondbolders,—a class of men who do not exist 
in this country. We have some rich men, ut 
they are rich in iands, in railroads, factories, or 
kinds of property other than money. The Gov- 
ernment bonds owned in this country are held 
by savings-banks or insurance companies as 
trustees mainly for laboring men or persons of 
small fortunes./ The whole amount of banking 
capital is a small item compared with other 
forms of property.

Wall-street than to speak of its bloated cap-

THIS THEY REFUSED TO DO, 
and it was quite evident that they meant to 
bave a row as soon as the Britons made tbeir 
appearance. , The Cnief-of-Police went to the 
Orange Hall and addressed the Britons, 
aivising them not to proceed to the regular 
depot, but to march quietly to the junction, 
about three miles out, where they 
COULD BMBAKK QUIETLY 
and avoid a riot. The Britons at first rejected 
the suggestion, but were finally prevailed upon 
to accept the advice of the Chief. They 
reached the junction at II o’clock without dis- 
turbance occurring. When the train left the 
regular station without the Britens on board, 
the Union men cheered, and some of them 
hissed the military as they marched away. The 
streets all the evening were crowded with men 
and women, and the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed. Brown’s Hotel was attacked by Union 
men, and all. the windows smashed, but no one 
was injured. All is now quiet, and no further 
disturbance is auticipated.

Ofrawa, Aug. 12.—This evening a mob of 
500 Unior men and raftsmen, armed with re- 
volvers and stones, congregated around the 
station to meet the Montreal Britons, who, u 
was expected, would leave by train about 10 
o'clock.

THE WISCONSIN GAME LAW. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Mi_wavkesg, Wis., Aug. 12.—Tnere have been 
mauy attempts to inform the public as to the 
provisions of the Game law of this State, but 
the most successful of these efforts have been 
partial failures. The following are the dates in 
the law fixed bythe latest amendment to the 
Statutes: 

Woodcock, quail, grouse, prairie hen or prai- 
rie chicken, partridge or ruffled grouse may be 
killed from Aug. 25 to Dec. 31 of each year. 
Previous to 1878 the tinfe began Aug. 15. Atthe 
last session of the Legislature the present date 
was fixed. Wood duck, mallard duck, teal duck 
may be killed from Aug. 25 to Dec. 31. 

No person shall take or have in his possession 
and wild duck’s eggs between March I and July 
1 under penalty of $1 for each egg. 

No person shall kill any wild duck, brant, or 
wild goose at any time by any weapon or device 
except by sach guns or firearms as are used to 
shout at arm’s length from the shoulder. 

Deer mar be killed only between Sept. 15 and 
Dec. 31, the penalty for violating the law being 
not less than $1 nor more than $10. 

Otter, mink, muskrats, martins or fishers 
must not be killed between May 1 and Nov. 1. 

Apother provision quite as important to be 


triége, grouse, prairie chicken, quail, or 
—— shall be carried or shipped out of the 
State, under a penalty of $10 for each bird, one- 
half going to the informer and the other half to 
the School Fund. The law applies, by its terms, 
to railroad and express companies as well as to 
individuals.

ALLURED TO HER DEATH.

BURLINGTON, Ia., Aug. 12.—A terrible acci- 
deut resaiting from the careless use of coal oil 
occurred at Lacrosse, Hancock County, III., on 
‘Savarday evening, by which Miss Addie Cole- 
man lost her life, and her brother was seriously 
burned about the hands and arms.

The clothes were 
almost completely burned off the poor giri’s 
body, while the flesh in many portious 
of ner person was burned almusi to 
Ma crisp. Before she died she regained her con- 
sciousness Once aod related the circumstances 
of the accident. Miss Coleman was 33 years of 
age, and a daughter ot Charies B. Coleman, 
Postmaster of LaCrosse.

In the upper classes this appears 
most certainly to be the case. The middie 
classes are gradually catching something of the 
esthetic spirit, aud beginuing to look down upon 
the good and old-tasbioned abominations that 
did gervice as furniture in the days of our 
grandfathers. It is undeniable that too often 
the rage for middle-age revivals, in 
dress and in religion, no less than in 
domestic furniture, leads them into strange 
errors of taste and judgment. Losing sigut of 
the great. essential, appropriateness, the vulgar 
are naturally inclined to pervert Art from its 
patural uses; to put Fifteenth-Century cabinets 
into Nineteenth-Century nurseries, and sham 
Elizabethan tables into gaudy Victorian draw- 
ing-rooms. Another fault: The prevailing rage 
for any and all pottery, china, and porcelain, 
having the faintest semblance of antiquity, is

EAST ST. LOUIS. 
More Trouble Apprehended. 

Nr. Louis, Aug. 12.—Everything in East St. 
Louis is ogtwardiy quiet, but there is evidently 
an undercurrent of apprehension that more 
trouble is near at hand. Mayor Bowman's 
lawyérs, three in number, have given their 
opinios that the injunctions against bim and 
the General Law Council are not legal, on the 
ground that the remedies for alleged wrong are 
amply supplied by the common law and stat- 
utes, and that Courts of Equity and Chancery 
have no jurisdiction in the case.

Those against whom the lockout oc- 
curred included only the memoers of the Black- 
smiths’ and Machinists’ Union, who bad in- 
stigated the strike, and their followers 
The agitators and strikers, as they made their 
appearance at the shops and found the notice at 
the entrances, gathered in knots and talked over 
the situation with each other, after which they 
geverally repaired to the Union’s place of meet- 
ing, a hall in Follingbee’s Block, on Wisconsin 
street, opposite the -Post-Office. The numbers 
of those present gradually swelled till it 
reached 200 or 300. committee 
was then appointed, and they waited upon 
General-Mavager S. 8. Merrill. He informed 
them briefly as to his views, stating that the 
disposition of the railroad authorities is to pay 
the emploves all that they can possibly earn for 
the Railroad Company, that the Company must 
either discharge a large number of hands, leav- 
ing them absolutely without any employment, 
or they mast curtail hours ot labor and cut 
down prices as to a certain proportion of hands. 
The reduction, however, as it appears, iu prices, 
corresponds only to the decreased hours of 
labor. Instead of whoily discharging one or 
two hundred men, the bighest-priced hands 
were reduced an hour a day on time and their 
wages cut down about 3 per cent. No 
employe receiving less than 82.50 per day was 
affected by the reduction. A meeting for to- 
morrow afternoon at 3 o’clock is appointed, 
when a delegation will again coufer with Gen- 
eral-Mavager Merrul, and a final agreement will 
doubtless be male, satisfactory to the Com- 
pany andthe employes.

GEN. GRANT. 
He Is to Come Home via San Francisco. 
Priiadelphia Record. 

Gen. Grant will probably not return to this 
country until next May or June, and then, in- 
stead of coming direct to Philadelphia, he will 
euter the United States at San Francisco, and 
proceed over the Plains and pass through the 
inland cities on his way to this city, where he 
will remain for some time. A near personal 
friend of the ex-President residing here re- 
ceived a letter from the General yesterday, 
dated Christiania, NOrway, July 15. The epistie 
is characteristic of the writer in its brevity. It 
covers but three pages of email note paper, and 
contains a vast deal of information as to the 
General’s movements. In the letter the ex 
President details his movements in the dities of 
Hamburg and the other places which the cable 
has notilled us that ne had visited. Then it 
goes onto say that the party arrived at Chris 
tiana on the 13th of July, and that nearly a 
week had been spent in Copenhagen. Llollandis 
spoken of as a beautiful country. One week 
from the 15th of July the General was to pro- 
ceed to Stockholm, thence to St. Petersburg. 
passing into Austria about the 5th of August. 
From this country he desires to proceed to some 
wateriog-place where he will meet a prominent 
Philadelphia geutleman, now sojouruing lu 
Europe, and will spend a few weeks at the place 
the latter selects. This brings the General’s 
movements up to the present time, and the 
cable will inform us in a day or 60 of his where- 
abouts, and also concerning his reception in the 
Russian Capital.

While the politicians 
are pleading with him on one side the Califor- 
nians are on the other side, and with the enter- 
prise which characterizes them the Pacific slope 
people have brought every possible manner of 
influence and argument to bear upon the Gen- 
eral to make his grand entree through the 
Golden Gate.

GRAIN INCENDIARIES. 


Diabolical Attempts to Burn Wheat-Fields 
in California. 
Dispatch to San Francisco Chronicie. 

San Joss, Cal. , July 30.— During last winter 
rumors were rife in this vicinity that as soon as 
the pew grain crop should be ready to harvest 
it would be burned. At that time the threats 
were regarded as mere sensation, and no atten- 
tion was paid to them, particularlyas they 
could be traced to noindividual source. Recent 
events, however, bring them to mind with start- 
ling distinetness and -reate the impressido that 
there possibly exists a powerful organization 
having the execution of the threats as its object. 
Last week a fire broke out in a grain-field be- 
longing to Robert Welch, lving between Milpi- 
tas and Berrvessa, which destroyed about 8600 
worth of grain. At the time the fire was regarded 
as an accideut. Shoriv after, some persons un- 
known covered a clipper standing in a field 
in the same nemhbdortiood with straw, which 
was fired and the dipper entirely destroyed. 
Enis occurred about 2 o'clock iu the morning, 
and two hours later he stubble in the neich- 
borhood of the threshing-machine was fired, 
evidently intended to burn the machine. The 
act. however, was frustrated by the hands 
camped with the machine, who extinguished 
the fire. luis morting another attempt was 
made to fire the grain fields in that quarter, 
which revealed the method employed by 
the scoundrels esagead in the work. 
About 8 o'clock his morvirg some men 
who were workitg itn Robert Welch’s 
feld, near Berrvesss, saw a fire flash up in a 
distant quarter of the large field and at once 
hastened to the pdnt, succeeding finally in 
extinguishing the fameés. Scarcely was this 
done before another fire was observed to mys- 
teriously spring up about half a mile away, to 
which the men hasiened, and again succeeded 
in mastering the threatened conflagration. 
A few moments afterward, and almost 
simultaneously, twé-fires broke out in dis- 
tant quarters of the field, and apart from 
each other several hundred yards. Again the 
men, by this time reinforced by a number of 
neichboring farmen and field-hands, went to 
work, the force being divided so as to attend 
to both cases at the ame time, and again suc- 
cess crowned their dforts, though for a while 
it looked as if the ffe would get bevond their 
powers to quell, aul sweep southward on the 
breath of the stmwng breeze through the 
miles of grain lying uncut between that poiut 
and Gilroy. The oceurrence of four fires in the 
same field without ay apparent cause excited 
much astonishmentand alarm, and, believing 
that it could not be accident or the result of 
scattered phosphorts, search was made for the 
cause. Some distante from the point where the 
fire tirst broke out ene of the searchers discov- 
ered a piece of heavy wire about two fect long, 
one end of which was stuck in the 
ground and tue upper end inserted 
in a piece of candle, the lower end 
of which was wrapred with a piece of paper 
saturated in kerosebe, which was wound around 
the wire and the tdwer end inserted in a quan- 
tity of straw colleded around the base of the 
uoright wire. Ou searching the place where 
the fires broke out, corresponding wires were 
found sunk in the ground—ot course, minus the 
candle and paper. 

The apparatus @mployed indicates that the 
candies were ligited in the night, the time 
required in burning to the oiled paper affording 
the perpetrator anple apportunity to get a long 
distance away before the fire should break out. 
It is also believed that the candles were prepared 
of the same length so as to cause the fires to 
break out in diſtereit parts of the field at the 
same lime, therebytendering all efforts tosubdue 
them futile, and resulting in a general conflagra- 
tion of grain in thut valley. The discoveries have 
created the most Intense excitement in the 
neighborbood, and hundreds of men are now 
engaged in guarding the field, though, of course, 
it is not probabie that any more fires will occur 


from an unusual number of cafes—nurseries of 
idleness, but not of drunkenness. Light wine 
and beer are the common beverages. Although 
rum, gin, and brandy are to be had at low 
prices, they are rarely used. Savings societies 
exist to some extent among the laborers, en- 
couraged in some instances by wise and benevo- 
lent capitalists. Farm laborers are frequently eo 
economical as to become quite wealthy proprie- 
tors. They are paid tf. to f. a year, lodged 
and boarded; if not boarded, but are lodged, 
they receiye as high as 800f. to 850f. per annum. 
Day laborers, without boa: d, reccive 2'¢f, to Zr. 
a day, with a bottle of „ine. A suit of clothes 
costs 15f. to 20f. Coopers, ship-carpenters, and 
foremen in wine-cellars, by great frugality, at- 
tain a condition of comparative independence. 
The average wages of mechanics may be stated 
at Af. to 41. per day—an increase of nearly If. 
since 1873. The cost of living has not 
increased, but rather decreased. In 1875 the 
decrease was potable in bread, meat, and pota- 
toes. A Government cigar-factory was estab- 
lished in 1816. It employs 150 men and 1,400 
women. Tue men earn abott 5 francs and the 
women 2 franes a day. The value of the to- 
baceo used is 15,000,000 francs annually, much 
of whica is imported directly from the United 
States. Over 700 cooper-sbops exist in the 
district, emploving more than 4,000 men. 
The number of casks made annuaily 
is 1,200,000, and their value 17,000,000 francs. 
The staves come prinvipally from the borders of 
the Baltic and the Adnatic. A ew come trom 
the United States. More would be imported if 
they were not so bunglingly made. It is al- 
leged that it takes a third longer to prepare an 
American stave than it does one from the 
Adriatic. They should be split, not sawed. 
About 15,000,000 bottles are made an- 
nuaily in the city by seven factories, 
employing 800 workingmen, who are paid by the 
100 bottles, and who earn as bigh as 12!. per day, 
accordin, to their skill. Four factories, with 
300 men earning from 3f. to Gf. per day, make 
8,400,000 white glass preserve jars and perfumery 
bottles. At least one-third as many more are 
imported. Only a fraction of the number of 
corks used in Bordeaux are made there, say 10,- 
000,000. Cork-cutters receive 2f. to 2+¢f. per 1.000. 
One bundred millions of corks are imported. 
More than 1,200 persons are engaged in the 
manhtacture of liguewrs and conjfiteurs. In the 
autumn double the number are employed. Men 
earn from 31. to 4f. per day, and women about 
half as much. The annual value of these 
products is 10,000,000f. A mint was established 
in Bordeaux in 864, re-estabiished m 1455, re- 
opened in 1795.and again in 1870. The coinage 
of silver was from 1795 to 1548, 146,268,000f. ; 
1848 to 15865, 30.000, 000f.; 1568 to 1870, closed; 
1870 to 1875, 77,000,000f. From fifty to eighty 
workmen are employed ia the Mint. 
THE HAMBURG CONSUL’S REPORT. 

Mr. John M. Wilson, United States Consul at 
Hamburg, reports to the Vepartmant of State 
that since the consolidation of the German Em- 
pire and the close of the war the cost of living 
has greatly increased—neariy doubled in tbe 
last ten years, while the price of labor has not 
proportionately advanced. During the last two 
years business of evegy kind has been very dull. 
Within the last three months an improvement 
is manifest, and a more confident feeling pre- 
vails among business men that the worst is pass- 
ed, The labor of the Hamburg district is ber- 
formed mostly by men, but few women being en-y 
gaged. The hours of labor are from dayheht 
to dark. Half an hour is allowed for breakfast, 
two hours for dinner, and half an hour at 4 p. 
m. for lunch. Farm hands are paid by the year, 
first-class bands receiving #55 to $114, 
and the second class $57 to $85, 
board and lodging included. These ia- 
borers live frugally, clinging with great te 
nacity to old customs, and are honest and law- 
abiding. Mechanjcs are paid by the day, receiy- 
ing from 70 to 55 cents, board and lodging not 
inciuded. Clerks in stores, offices, banks, etc., 
receive from $208 to $714 and $1,428 per annum. 
Their cost of living, if single, varies from 8285 
to $714 ver year: if married, one-half more. 
All wages are from 10 to 20 per cent higher 
than in 1873. The manner of doing busi- 
ness in Hamburg is very different from that 
of New York or London. In large transactions 
pavments are made by a transfer from the bank 
account of the purchaser to that of the seller, 
without the use of checks. Within the last few 
vears attempts have been made by merchants to 
introduce the system of bank checks common 
in the United States, but it has been steadily 
opposed by the banks, whose officers allege 
that this innovation would revolutionize all the 
methods of banking and open the way to ques- 
tionahbie transactions. Thus bank checks are 
unkvown in Hamburg. ‘The Exchange is held 
between the hours of 1 and 3 p. m., and is 
visited by 5,000 or 6,000 men.

DEMOCRATIC DEFAULTER. 


John M. Biekel, the State Treasurer of 
Pennsylvani#® in 1854, Guilty of Lilegally 
Issuing State Bonds—The Facts Suppressed 
by His Democratic Successor. 

Dispatch to New York Times. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., Aug. 7.—Political and offi- 
ciai circles here have been somewhat excited to- 
day over the exposure of the fact of the exist- 
ence of a Democratic iegacy in the shape of an 
overissue of State bonds. -A slight disposition 
has been manifested to treat it as a light affair, 
or as if it was only rumor, baying no founda- 
tion in fact, but such a disposition has found 
nothing on which tofeed. It is true that there 
has been an overissue of State bonds to the 
amouut of $100,000; that that overissue took 
place during the term of John M. Bick- 
el, as State Treasurer, under the author- 
ity of an act of 1853,- authorizing the 


zcreation of a loan for the redemption of bonds, 


then or soon to become due; that the fact of 
Overissue was apparently not suspected until 
March last, when Capt. Hart, Cashier of the 
Treasury, had his attention called to the matter 
by a notice from the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ 
Bank of Philadelphia, that the amount of money 
remitted by him forthe payment of the semi- 
annual interest was insufficient, as eighteen cou- 
pons, representing $25 each, of the loan of 1853, 
had been presented in excess of the coupons 
formerly paid and known to be outstanding; 
that since that discovery every effort has been 
made to unravel the mystery, with onlv partial 
success; that the old sinkiog-fund book, con- 
taining the accounts prior to 1858, including 
the time of this transaction, is missing, thus 
increasing the difficulty of the solution; that 
a later treasurer, Henry S. Magraw, received in 
1858 $28,000 of the 1853 loan from the Girard 
Bank of Philadelphia, with which institution 
they had been left by John M. Bick@, the late 
Treasurer; aod that the Smking-Fund Commis- 
sioners ordered these bonds to be placed on the 
books, thus increasivg the debt to that amount; 
that in May last the banking bouse of J. & W. 
Seligman, of New York City, sént to the Farm- 
ers’ & Mechanics’ Bank, of Philadelphia, cight- 
een bonds of $1,000 each, asking for informa- 
tion as to their genuineness; that there is ap- 
parently no means of distinguishing between 
the bonds of the reguiar and overissue, all be- 
ing in due form and of equal genuineness. 
These are all facts from which there is no es- 
cape. They have been known for several weeks 
in a more or less vague form to asmall circle, 
and to a still fewer number of persous for several 
months. The first intimation the general pub- 
lic received of the affair was through a Dovles- 
town, Bucks County, paper of last week. Upon 
thie clue, facts and figures were obtained, and 
the story Was vestercday given more geveral cir- 
ctiation. But there are soive facts connected 
with this transaction which have uot been made 
unte in the accounts beéeretofere published. 
These facts are as follows: 

When Mr. Bickel left the State Treasury in 
184, and turned it over to his successor, the 
on. Joseph Bailey, of Perry County, he re- 
vorted that be had a certain amount ou deposit 
in the Philadelphia banks: bat woen Mr. Bailey 
went to the depositories to verify the accounts 
of Mr. Bickel, he found there was a deficiency 
of about €75.000, which sum Mr. Bickel had 
appropriated to his own use. Mr. Bailey then 
proceeded to force Mr. Bickel to reimburse 
the Treasury, and succedded, according to 
his own statement, in getting a return of 
about $65,000, leaving a deficiency on the 
part of Bi kel of about $12,000 or $13,000. This 
has been made a matter of history by Mr. Bailey, 
who, when be retired from the Treasury, flied 
in the records of the Department an exhaustive 
statement, written on blue foolseap, in a clear, 
bold hand, showing the amount of Bickel’s de- 
faication, 
ments paid by that individual toward making 
good the delaication, and that a balance of 
nearly $13,000 was still due the State on that 
account: and thisin the face of the fact that 

the books of the Treasury showed the delaica- 

tion to have been made good entirely. Luc 
overissue bonds might have been traced if the 
coupons paid since 1353 had been preserved, but 
when the Treasury officials sought to avail 
themselves of this method of detection they 
were thwarted by the fact that all the old 
coupons had been destroved, according to the 
custom prevailing then in the Department, 
namely, to burn all papers atthe eud of each 
term. 

Another significant fact, which has been en- 
tirely ignored in the published statemeuts of 
this transaction, is, that ail the State Treasur- 
ers having direct connection with this quarter- 
century old steal are or were Democrats. Bickel 
is a Democrat: and so was his successor, Bailey. 
Tbe constant hue and cry of that party for years 
has been sbout corruption in the Republican 
management of the flnances of the State, and 
now, close on the heels of the complete vindi 

cation ff wal management by the revent state- 
ment of T.casurer Noves, comes tfe exposure 
fixing the only defalcation ever committed in 
the Treasury Department of Penusyivania on a 
Democrat, and its descovery and the suppression 
of the facts in relation thereto upon another 
Democrat. 

As to the action of the State officers in the 
case, only One course seems oben. The matter 
Will have to be referred to the Legislature at its 
next session for such action as the case demands. 
Under the law, the financial officers of the Com- 
monweaith are authorized to redeem only $423, - 
OU of the bonds, but as one of the parties to a 
contract, the State isin honor bound to redeem 
the remaining 572,000. The bonds are all 
equally genuine, the only difference being that 
the Treasury failed to receive the benelit of the 
overissue. Many of them dre doubtiess in the 
hands of innocent persons. who should not be 
made to suffer for the misdeeds of the State's 
officers or agents. Besides, if the bonds should 
be repudiated, the credit of the State would re- 
ceive a severe shock, for no one would be safe in

But Will Renew the Fight to Get Back 
To-Day. 


Judge Farwell’s room was well filled yester- 
day with Board of Trade men and others inter- 
ested in learning whether the tujunction recent- 
ly issued by Judge McAllister to prevent the 
Board of Trade from interfering with Jack * 
Sturges on the Board would be dissolved. 

THE JUDGE SAID 

the bill was filed on the 1%h of June last, set- 
ting out among other things that Sturges had 
been expeiled from the Board, but that a jury 
had since decided, in a petition for mandamus 
flied by him, that he was unlawfully expelled, 
and asking for an injunction to prevent the 
Board from interfering with his rights on the 
Board until the mandamus case had been de- 
cided by the Supreme Court, to which it had 
been appealed. The Board of Trade claimed 
that under the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the Rice case, the questions raised in the present 
case had been since passed on, and that Sturges 
had no relief in law or equity, so that the bill 
should be dismissed. 

The Judge did not think, however, that he 
would dissolve the injunction on that ground. 
He must conclude that the objection was made 
at law in the mandamus pruceedings, and, 
thereftre, could not be eutertained at present, 
as the Court must have passed on it, and still 
have held it had zurisdution. The present 
hearing was before a branch of the same court, 
and it would not be proper for hito tu say the 
other branch was wrong. 

it was also cisimed that, under other decis- 
ious, the Supreme Court bad ruled the same 
way. In the case of Fisher vs. the Board of 
Trade, Fisher having been expelled, filed 
a bill to prevent the Board from 
interfering with his privileges. The Supreme 
Court in that case held the bill was 
not to restrain the Board, but to compel it to 
restore him, apd that the proper proceeding 
for such relief should have been by mandamus, 
for although it was fora restraining order it 
was in substance for the purpose putting 
Fisher back on the Board. In the Baxter case, 
Baxter, having been ejected, filed a petition for 
mandamus to get back on the Board, and 
then filed a bill asking to be allowed 
to enjoy his rights on the Board until the 
mandamus case was decided. The Supreme 
Court, on appeal, disinissed that bill for want 
of jurisdiction, bolding it was not a proper 
method to take for relief, aud that the remedy 
was at law. They also declined to consider the 
plea of irreparable injury as of any weight. 

Sturges also, in November, 1874, before he 
was expelled, filed a bili for injunction to pre- 
vent the Board from putting him out, but the 
Supreme Court on appeal 
would not lie, and tbat his remedy was at law, 
thus affirming its decision in the Baxter ease. 
Then proceedings by mandamus were begun, 
und a judgment obtained to the effect that the 
expulsion had been irreguidr and illega). 
Thereupon the present bill was filed, on the 
ground that there was a distinction between the 
present suit and the others decided in the Bax- 
ter and Fisher eases; that those decisions did 
not control because proceedings had actually been 
begun by mandamus, aud a judgment obtained 
in complainaut’s favor, and that, therefore, he 
was entitied to enjoy his privileges on the 
Board of Trade uptil the decision of the Su- 
preme Court op that appeal. The Judge, how- 
ever, thought there was no distinction which 
could be drawn and maintained, so as to allow 
an injunction to be upheld. The Supreme 
Court bad passed on the questions involved 
very fullv, and it would not be proper to strain 
a point to go aguinpst such clear decisions. Tue 
efurt was to defeat the effect of the appeal in 
the mandamus case. The statute gave the right 
to appeal, but if the bill for injunction was al- 
lowed to give effect to the judgment of the 
Circuit Court, the object of the statute would 
be defeated. 

As to the objection that the injunction was to 
preserve property-rights, the Judge did not 
think that was of apy force. If the Board were 
to be destroyed, or to admit some one else in 
place of Sturges before the decision of the Su- 
preme Court, that would be auother thing. But 
when Sturges vomplained of suffering irrepar- 
able injury, he would suffer no more than the 
Board on the other hand Af he should fine'ly 
win. The benefits of the Board would be de- 
stroved if courts, at their pleasure, could set its 
rules aside from time totime. The injunction 
would thereiore be dissoived for want of equity. 
MR. PRATT 

gave notice of appeal, ind asked Mr. Dent to be 
allowed to take the payers so as to present them 
to Judge Dickey, of the Supreme Court, for a 


supersedeas.

Mr. Pratt then asked to have the order dis- 
solving the injunctionptayed for a few days, so 
that Sturges could cose up his affairs on the 
Board. 

To all of which Jadge Lawrence responded 
that, as Sturges got on without notice, he must 
vet off without stayigg on the order of his 
roing.

Mr. Deut suggested mat the defendants were 
entitled to damages foi the issuance of this in- 
junction in the way of attorneys’ fees, which be 
fixed at $500. 

Judge Farwell thourht that was just. The 
injunction was accoriugly dissolved, and, on 
the Court’s own motia, the bill was dismissed 
for want of equity. A) appeal was asked and 
allowed under bond fo: 800.

ROBERT T. LINCOLN PROPOSED 
FOR CONGRESS. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

CIAO. Aug. 12.—Several communications 
and editorials have recently appeared in yout 
paper coucerniug men and things in connection 
with the approaching political campaign, which 
have stimulated the writer hereof to jot down 
such rambliug thoughts as have suggested 
themselves to his mind in relation tothe same 
and kindred subjects. Asageneral rule it is 
unsafe to elect men to offices which are known 
or supposed to afford opportunities for illegiti: 
mate gains who are seeking such positions, and 
if not an axiom, it is at least prima facie evi- 
dence that a man is unworthy of trust who 
seeks to obtain piedges in advance for any such 
offi ces. 

No man should be elected an Alderman or a 
County Commissioner who has not been long 
noted for his unselfish probity, and who would 


only accept the position as a mere act of public 
duty to be faithfully discharged when imposed, 
but never to be sought. With this genera! re- 
mark the County Commissionerships will be 
dropped for the present, but mav be resumed 
when discussing names which have beea men- 
tioned in connection with the offices to be filled. 
One of the most fatal mistakes made by the 
people of the Northern States, and especially ih 
the Northwest, is the frequent changes wade in 
the personnel of our Congressional and Leis- 
lative representation, and thus failing to secure 
the many benefits which experience and assured 
position secure to the man who has the repeat- 
ed indorsement of his constituency. This mis- 
take will, however, continue to be made so long 
as constituencies regard the offices as mere com- 
pliments to the incumbents rather than of serv 

ice to the people, aud we can hardly bupe fur 
amendment while conventions and people cou- 

tinue to regard rotation in office as a leading if 
not a controling idea. 

Notwithstanding the very creditable record 
made by the Hon. William Aldrich, represent- 
ing the First Congressional District in the cur- 
rent Congress, one needs but to keep bis ears 
open un the streets, in the cars, or in public 
or private offices to learn that there will be a 
vigorous effort made to suversede him, and the 
names of Sidney Smith, Kirk Hawes, and Irus 
Cov are each urged by their especial friends for 
the immediate successionewhile James P. Root 
and George M. Bogue are each looked upon 
as future candidates lor Congressional honors. 
Less qualified and deserving men than any of 
these have often secured seats in the National 
Legisiature. It is urged that Mr. Aldrich cas 
not hope to remain in Congress beyond a set- 
oud term at most, and that a new man would be 
choseu twu,years hence in anv event, and that it 
would be better to make the change now. If 
this were really the vase, are we quite sure that 
auy of the abuve-named gentlemen would give 
more general satisfaction than the present Rey 
reventative, or would not be in danger of being 
superseded alter a single term! 

Jt we cvaid find a man of high character, first- 
class talent; with a broad and thorough educa- 
tion, and in the vigor of youthful manhood, it 
might be well to elect such a man and keep him 
there while’his health aud strength lasted, or 
until the State or nation should demand his 
services in a still more exalted station. 

Have we such a man! Ihe writer believes we 
have more than one such, but at this time one 
Lame Occurs to him pre-eminentiy fitted to meet 
all these requirements, and that name is Robert 
T. Lincoin, sole surviving son of the immortal 
martyr aud emuaucipator. 

Mr. Lincoln ust be some 35 years old, bas 
had a thorough classical and legal education, 
lias superior vatural talents, cool aod accurate 
judgmeut, and atirmpess in well-doing Which 
challenges the admiratiou Of all honest citizess. 
He is as modest and uuselfish as his illustrious 
father, and capable like him to fulfill the antes 
vf any position with which be may be bonvreii. 
Bat aside Irom the eminent ficuess of His 
pomination and election from the First Con- 
gressioual District of IVinuis (his native State) 
his name Would give prestige tu the entire He- 
publican Congressional ticket iu the State, and 
we would hear the old war song, slightly 
amended: 

We are coming, son of Abraham, 

Three hundred thousand more, 
from hill aud valley, farmhouse and hamlet, 
Villawe and, city, all over thie broad land. It 
would add to the Republican vote in every 
county in the State, and the thrill of old-time 
patriotism would be feit in Ohio, Indiana, Midb- 
ivan, Wisconsin, and lowa,—and possibly to th 
ramotest boundaries of the Republic. 

With Lincoln at the head of the list, and sut-h 
men as Boyd, Fort, and Cannon in the middle, 
with reasonably fair candidates in the other 
districta, the Republicans would be almost sure 
of electing twelve, with a possibility of carrying 
thirteea or foarteen of the nineteen districts in 
iUinois. 

Mr. Lincoln has already refused a high posi- 
tion in the Executive Department of the Gen- 
eral Guvernment, and would enter Congress 
with a prestige which it would require years of 
earnest labor on the part of almost any othtr 
member to acquire. If such judicious nomina- 
tions can be secured, every Republican paper in 
the State should keep the entire Congressional 
list of candidates conspicuousiy displayed 60 
that cach would reflect au influence in behalf of 
all the others, besides strengthening the candi- 
dates for local oflices and the State Legislature. 

[his communication is made upon the sole 
responsibility of the writer, aud no mau will be 
more surprised than Mr. Lincoln himself should 
it ever appear in print. But it is hoped that 
his patriotism will triumph over his modesty, 
and give ta the public the benefit of the steriing 
qualities he is known to possess.

functions of government, legislative and exect- 
tive, almost without restraint of any kind,—a 
body in which eight corrupt men may very 
nearly confiscate the property of 600,000 people. 

Of candidates there are pleuty—as plenty 4s 
stale fruit on South Water street, and about as 
worthless. But have we not material from 
which we can, if determined action is takehb, 
secure eminently worthy men? Should Mr. Al- 
drich fail to be renommated for Congress, what 
a capital County Commissioner he would make 
and what excellent members of the Legislature 
could be found in the persons of Mesars. Sidney 
Smith and Kirk Hawes. All these positions are 
highly nonorable if honestly and ably filled. 

Many gentlemeu who have graced both Houses 
of Congress have subsequently felt proud to 
o¢cupy seats in their State Legislatures ;qand jo 
Iilinois, the pames of Spyder, Reynolds, Breesr, 
and Turner, all now beyond the vale, have set 
the noble example. Aud the peerless John 
Quincy Adams conferred lasting renown upon 
our country's history while representing the old 
Twelfth District of Massachusetts in Congres 
lor many years, alter having represented the 
nation at all the principal Courts of Europe, aud 
tilled the Presidency of the country from March 
4. 1825, till March 4, 1820, and fivally died, vir- 
tually at his desk in the oid hail of the House 
ol Representatives. 

With such noble examples of devotion to the 
public service, I cannot see how a good mah, 
who has the leisure and disposition to serve the 
people io one capacity, should be unwilling to 
accept honorable service in any other to which 
be may be ¢hosen.

How it Is Regarded by the Memphis 
Chamber of Commerce. 
Memphis (Tenn.) Avalanche, Aug 8. 

At the meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, yesterday, the courtesy of the Chamber 
was extended to Capt. John Cowdon to explain 
his maps for the benefit of the Mississippi 


River. This he did with the assistance of Judge 
Brown. 


Judge Brown introduced Capt. Cowdon tothe 
Chamber, remarking that the system which he 
would anges was of deeper moment to the 
citizens of this valley than apy other now be- 
fore the country, and one which commanded the 
earnest study of every one living in the con- 
tiguous States of the Valley. Capt. Cowdono 
then in a simple and forcible nianner explained, 
by the aid of maps constructed under his per- 
sonal direction, and from actual surveys of 
United States engineers, the proposed system 
of jowering the river vy means of outlets, and 
forever rendering unnecessary the building of 
another yard of levee or string of jetties. 

At the conclusion of Capt. Gowdon’s remarks 
Judge Brown addressed the Chamber in favor of 
the plan, and submitted the following resolu- 
tions for the consideration of the Chamber: 

Resolved, That the improvement of the naviga- 
tion of the Mississippi Kiver, the reclamation of 
the lowlands of the Mississippi Valley, and the 
securing of a deep outlet to the waters of the Gulf 
of Mexico which will be permanent and enfficient 
for the entry and exit of the largest séea-going 
craft, demand the immediate attention of the Fed- 
eral Government, as a national necessity, and as a 
public work the successful accomplishment of 
which will return in a short time to the Govern- 
ment and the people whatever outhay may be re- 
quired, multiphed a hundred fold. 

Resolved, That of the several methods proposed 
for the improvement of the navigation of the 
Mississippi River, and the reclamation of its ad- 
jacent lowlands, we are favorably impressed to 
the one proposed by Capt. John Cowdon. Yet we 
consider it of the utmost importance that the 
merit of the different systems for the reclamation 
of this valley from overflow and the improvement 
of the navigation of the Mississippi be tested by 
the most thorough engineering Kill. and that the 
least possible expenditure de made in the way of 
experiments. The plan of Capt. John Cowdon 


, commends itself in this respect, requiring but 


small outlay to test the success of the scheme. 

Resotced, That we approve the proposition te 
hold a convention in Memphis to consider and dis- 
cuss the legislation requifite for the development 
of the trade and commerce of the Mississippi Val- 
ley, and will aid in the as®embling of such Conven- 
tion dy all means in our power. 

hesolved, That there be appointed a committee 
of invitation by thie Chamber of Commerce to act 
in conjunction with the Committee appointed by 
the meeting of the citizens in seliciting the attend- 
ance in said Convention of delegations from the 
various Boards of Trade and Chambers of Com- 
merce of the several commercial centres of the 
United States, and in every honorable way co-op- 
erate with the said Committee tevresenting the in- 
dustrial and commercia) interests of the country. 

They were unanimously adopted, and the fol- 
lowing-named Committee appointed by the 
Chamber to act in conjunction with the Com- 
mittee heretofore appointed by the Citizens’ 
Convention: Napoleon Hill, Chairman, J. G. 
Lonsdale, Sr., J. C. Neely, M. Gavin, and A. J. 
Kellar. 

In, consideration of the above action, Judge 
Vance, Chairman of the late Citizens’ Conven- 
tion held in the Memphis Theatre, has appoint- 
ed, in addition to the Committee heretofore au- 
nounced on Invitation and Correspoudeuce, 
Senator Isham G. Harris and the Hon. W. T. 
Avery, which Committee, in conjunction with 
those appointed by the Chamber of Commerce, 
will prepare an address to the public, setting 
forth the pbjects and great importance of the 
Convention to be beldin this city on the 12th 
day of November next.

A CHINESE ESTIMATE OF “ HARD TIMES.” 

In the course of his speech in accepting a 
renomination to Congress, Tom Ewine in- 
dulged in the following flight of fancy: 
Look abroad over the land from Maine to 
Florida, from Cape Cod to the Golden Gate : 
What do you see but ruin? Idleness, starva- 
tion, and beggary of labor; a pestilence of 
insolvency; business stagnation ; enterprise 
dead,—and all in the midst of every bounty 
a kindly Heaven can pour on its favorite 
land.” In rather striking contrast with this 
sensational utierance was the observation 
made about the same time by one af the 
most intelligent attaches of the new Chinese 
Embassy, then passing through this city. 
He said, in effect, that he and his compapions 
had been looking ever since they had left 
San Francisco for that gaunt starvation 
which was alleged to be stalking through the 
land, and, having failed to discover any signs 
of such a condition of things, he wanted the 
reporiers to tell him where the hard times 
were. 

It may be said that this observation was 
made by a resident of a country where men 
live on $2 a month, where meat is a luxury 
once a week instead of acommon dish two 
or three times a dy, and where nothing less 
than a famine produces what isd@here known 
as hard times. If all this be urged to de- 
preciate the value of the Chinaman’s obser- 
vation, the reply is that the standard of his 
estimate is the standard of the great bulk of 
the population of the globe, and that, even 
judged by the condition of European coun- 
tries, the gross exaggeration and overdrawn 
pictures of American hardships at the pres- 
ent tame would call forth pretty much the 
same remark from any observing traveler. 

The fact is that agitators like Tom Ewrna, 
Dan Voonnurs, Brick“ Pomeroy, Ben Bur- 
Lin, and Dennis Krarney—whether howling 
for an unlimited issue of irredeemable and 
worthless fiat scrip, or exciting the evil pas- 
sions of the working classes te make war on 
property—find it necessary to conjure up a 
degree of suffering that does not exist, and 
to inflame the imagination with fanciful 
scenes of personal deprivation that can only 
occur in a state of famine, plague, or war. 
It is for this reason that the agitators do not 
hesitate to distort facts and invent lies that 
occasion the great astonishment of foreign 
visitors, They seek ends the trial of which 
could only be justified, if at all, by the 
abject wretchedness and utter despair 
of universal starvation, when people 
are ready to experiment with any change in 
the consciousness that nothing can be for 
the worse ; hence they endeavor to persuade 
the country that it has reached the very ex- 
tremity of endurance, though the personal 
experience or observation of every man 
teaches the contrary. 

Ewe, Voorueszs, and the rest continue to 
reiterate on every possible occasion that 
there are three millions of men out of em- 
ployment, whose families are suffering for 
the very necessities of life, though this would 
include about three-fourths of the entire 
number of workingmen in the cities and 
towns of the United States. They repeat 
the assertion in the face of the fact that in- 
vestigation of the subject within the last 
few weeks has shown that the number of 
unemployed men in the country probably 
does not exceed 250,000; many of 
the latter have occasional though 
precarious employment. They prate 
of starvation as if it were general, whereas a 
single case of actual death from want of 
food would be so startliug au occurrence that 
it would be telegraphed throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. They harp 
upon the falliug-off in production as some- 
thing irretrievable without the adoption of 
the remedies they propose, though the rail- 
road statistics show a steady ananal increase 
in the balk of the railroad traſhe since 1872, 
which is the surest indication of a gain in 
production; and prodnetion is the result of 
labor. The “hard times we have are 
simply the reaction from an excess of appa- 
rent prosperity and the fruit of excessive ex- 
travagance ; in judging of the actual degree 
of depression and suffering, the Chinaman's 
estimate is more correct than that of the 
American, who only compares the present 


tion and excesses.

SOUTHERN NOTIONS OF NATIONAL JUs- 


It has been a prevailing idea throughout 
the South ever since the Democratic party 
has seriously expected to regain control of 
the National Government that the Southern 
States have a claim against the National Gov- 
ernment in the shape of grants and subsidies, 
in order to offset the advantages which the 
North is said to have obtained in this way 
while the South was making war to destroy 
the Union. The Louisville Courier-Journal 
end other prominent Southern journals have 
done what they could to inculcate this idea. 
It rests upon the assumption that the South 
should forfeit no advantages by reason of 
the Rebellion, which was a holy war to assert 
a *‘ sovereiga right, and that, to any extent 
that the South was shut out from the bounty 
of national legislation while seeking to 
destroy the Government, she should now be 
reimbursed with interest. If Northern con- 
tractors and speculators were given an oppor- 
tunity to plunder the Government while the 
Southern contractors and speculators were 
excluded on account of their rebellious atti- 
tude, then the latter must now have an equal 
opportunity. This is one of the arguments 

in favor of the Texas Pacific Kailway, the

] Mississippi levee scheme, the Virginia and 


Tennessee canals, and all the other demands 
of the South exacting some hundreds of 
millions of pubhe bounty. It is scarcely 
necessary to argue this phase of the Southern 
claims among an intelligent and loyal people. 
But there is another view of the case to 
which the attention of the New York Nation 
has been directed by a resolution of the 
Arkansas Democrats calling for money 
aid” in behalf of the Texas Pacific Railroad, 
and another resolution passed by the Mis- 
souri Democrats demanding appropriations 
for the improvement of the Mississippi River 
as n matter of “ justice to the people of the 
Mississippi Valley.” This notion of jus- 
tice” is as peculiar in a commercial as the 
other notion isin a political way, and the 
Nation exposes its fallacy as follows: 


The State of Arkansas, for instance, since the 
War has expended nearly $12,000,000 in the con- 
struction of railroads, Bow} and other internal 
improvements, or at least has issued bonds to that 
amount on their account. These improvements 
she now has and enjoys, aud if they are not as val- 
unable as she expected them to be the miscalcula- 
tion has been her own. Not having the money for 
their construction herself, she issued her bonds, 
which were in good faith and for value purchased, 
and are now almost exclusively held by Eastern 
people and institutions, What difference does it 
make, so far as the obligations of Arkansas to the 
East is concerned, that Congress had nothing to do 
with the matter? Again, to assist in building ratl- 
roads and otber public works which they deemed 
essentiai to their prosperity, Arkansas counties 
and cities issued bonds totne amount of pearly 
$10,000,000 more, which were sold in the East. 

have remained. These bonds, 
as those of the State, 
outstanding. The principal in no 
case has been paid, and the interest rarely. On 
the municipal securities in some instances suite 
have been brought in the United States courts by 
non-resident creditors, judgments have been ob- 
tained, and writs of mandamus have been issued 
to compel the payment of what is due. So the mat- 
ter stands; but when we look at the platform of the 
Arkapsas Democrats we find that the tenth resolu- 
tion—it is the eleventh that asks Congress for 
** money aid to the Southern Pacific Raliroad—is 
an appeal to Congress to interpose between the 
Federal courts and the delinquent communities by 
taking the writ of mandamus from the former, 60 
that Eastern capitalists whom Arkansas wishes to 
tax for another railroad for her benefit will not be 
able to collect the money they have advanced to 
supply her with the railroads she already bas. Is 
that justice! And looxing further, we find that the 
twelfth and thirteenth resolutions favor the absolute 
repudiationofl the $12, 000, 000 of railroad and levee 
bonds which the State has issued, and urge a con- 
stitutional amendment which shall for ever prohib- 
it their payment, so that their nolders, who are to 
be called upon to contribute involantarily to the 
State's further development, will never get back a 
cent of the money they have voluntarily lent her. 
Is that justice! Turning to Missouri, we find that 
the people of that State a few years ago were very 
anuxions for railroads. They had not the means to 
construct them. and so their cities and counties 
issued their bonds to an aggregate amount of twen- 
ty millions of dollars, and sold them mostly to 
people in the Eastern States. They have got their 
railroads, but, as a general thing, tney how refuse 
to pay the bonds. Sixty counties represented in 
the Convention that asked Congress, in the name 
of justice, to put its haud into the Nationa! Treas- 
ury and take therefrom enough money, belonging 
to people East as well as West, to improve the nav- 
igation of the Miesissippi River and its tributa- 
ries,’’ are refusing to pay, according to contract, 
for the commercial facilities they already possess. 


Precisely the same line of argument might 
be pursued with reference to every other 
State south of Mason and Drxon’s line. All 
have enjoyed to greater or less extent the 
use of Northern capital, and nearly all have 
repudiated in whole or in part, or seriously 
contemplate either repudiation or “ scaling ” 
of their indebtedness. Yet these same 
Southern States unite in demanding as a 
matter of right and justice that the North 
shall contribute still further in the shape of 
Government bounty. The money comes 
mainly from the North, whether capitalists 
loan it direct to Southern States and are 
swindled out of it by repudiation, or whether 
the people of the North donate it in the 
form of taxes. Perhaps it is be- 
cause the Southern people have be- 
come pretty well convinced that they cannot 
induce Northern capitalists for many years 
to come to voluntarily donate them funds 
that they are so anxious to coerce the North- 
ern people to furnish them money and aid 
through taxation. But the justice of the 
case is rather difficult to recognize. Ina 
political way, it is worthy of remark that, 
while Democratic politicians at the North 
are seeking to persuade the people that no 
Government bounty will be voted away un- 
der the dominion of that party, the Demo- 
crats of the South (who rule the caucus) 
promise that Democratic success shall be 
followed by liberal subsidies to all the fa- 
vorite projects devised for sectional advan- 


tage. 


THE REVIVAL OF WILDCAT MONEY. 

The Louisiana Democracy at their late 
State Convention furnished perhaps an ex- 
planation of the Southern unanimity in op- 
position to the National Banks, and may go 
far in explaining the demand of many 
Northern Democrats for the same purpose. 
The resolution covering this subject reads 
thus: 


Resolved, That the Louisiana Democracy demands 
that the National Banking sysiem shoud be abol- 
ished and the National Bank notes retired, and in 
lien thereof that the Government of the United 
States should issue an equal amount of Treasury 
notes, commonly knowp as greenbacks, and we 
also demand the uncondifional repeal of the laws 
imposing a tax upon the circulation of State banks. 


It will be seen that the demand is not 
merely for the abolition of National Bank cir- 
culation, but for the repeal of the National 
Bank system, which means the repeal of all 
the bank charters. This has a deeper signifi- 
cance because accompanied by a demand for 
the unconditional repeal of the laws impos- 


Ang & tax upon the circulation of State banks. 


There are some 5,000 State and local banks, 
the note-circulation of which is prohibited 
by a tax of 10 percent. The repeal of this 
tax would at once enable all these banks to 
issue notes under the State laws and char- 
ters, and in [ilinois we would have a revival 
of ail the banks of issue, where the charters 
have not been abandoned, in operation be- 
fore the War. The plea that more green- 
backs should be issued to take the place of 
the National Bank currency is one that, if it 
have any force, should apply even 
more strongly to the issue of State 
bank notes. There are, it is stated, 
7,000 banks in existence in this country. Of 


| these, 2,000 are National Banks, all of whom 


are compelled to have a bank-note issue of not 
less than $45,000 each, and may have as mach 
more as they think proper by depositing 
the requisite security. The circulation of 
these banks is so protected by law that, 
though banks have failed without number. 
not one dollar of their currency has been 
lost, mot one dollar has failed to be re. 
deemed. This is in striking contrast with 
the history of State and all other banks in 
this country, and is peculiarly striking in 
contrast with the experienceof the people of 
Iimois in the matter of banks charte red by 
the State. In France, the National Bank 
is compelled to have coin enough on hand 
to redeem its circulating notes. The 
security for the notes of the Bank of Ea- 
gland consists of a deposit of Government 
securities up to a certain limit, aud then a 
deposit of gold, doflar for dollar, to the 
amount of the outstanding circulation. In 
this country, the notes of the National Banks 
are secured by the deposit of Government 
bonds to an amount equal to 11 per cent in 
excess of the circulation. In France, Eu- 
gland, andghe United States the failure to 
redeem a bank note on demand is not pos- 
alle under the existing banking systems.

How will it be under the revival of the 
State and the wildcat systems? The futu 

may be readily anticipated by the — 
the past. In the first place, each State will 
have its own banking system, and no two of 


| the thirty-eight States will have the same 


system. The South ig poor, and there will 
be local banks of igsue in every town, 
village, and crogs-roads, in order to 
make money cheap and plenty. Be- 
fore the War, a large proportion of 
the currency. in this State 
made up of bank notes issued by banks 
located in Georgia under the liberal bank- 
ing laws of that State. If these State banks 
be revived, there will be a deluge of bank 
notes from Louisiana, Florida, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, and all the other Southern States; 
and this currency, issued without limit and 
issued without security, and practically irre- 


try and be sold at a discount for a while, and 
then collapse in value, and to the extent 
perhaps of three or four hundred millions 
of dollars will prove a total loss to the bill- 
holders. Wildcat banks will be established all 
over the North and the West, and the money 
will be forced into the hands of people 
of small means, especially in payment of 
wages, and after running its race as depre- 
ciated’ currency will fall in value until it 
reaches the bottom. 

There is not a State bank, nor a private 
bank, in the United States which may not, 
without expense or cost, become a bank of 
issue by simply filing security at the National 
Treasury for its note-circulation and taking 
the name of National Bank. There is 
nothing in the name to deter these banks 
from becoming National Banks. The ob- 
jection is, that to issue motes under the 
National Banking law there must be such 
absolute security given as to render a loss to 
the bill-holder an impossibility, and that is 
not the system which these old State banks 
and private banks desire. They desire to 
issue $300,000,000 of bank-notes, resting 
exclusively upon the faith, hope, and 
eventual charity of the people into whose 
hands the notes may be thrust. But 
a system which requires every bank that 
issues a note to circulate as money to give 
security that the note shall be redeemed on 
demand is, in the minds of these wildcat 
and irresponsible bankers, rank despotism, 
and a tyranny that demands instant repeal. 

We submit to the people of the United 
States whether they want to return to the 
system of irresponsible, wildcat banks, and 
to substitute the notes of such banks for 
those under a system in which, for fourteen 
years, there has not been a dollar lost to the 
bill- holder. ‘The substitution of greenbacks 
in place of bank notes is one proposition, 
but the repeal of the National Banks and 
the reissue of State bank notes is something 
wholly different, and for which no apology 
or pretext can be given except to grant a 
license to rob and plunder the people, 


THE RUSSIAN INDEMNITY. 

England is congratulating herself upon 
the results of the treaty of Berliu and the 
secretly-executed Anglo-Turkish treaty, by 
which, upon condition of certain reforms to 
be inaugurated by the Porte, she promises to 
assume the protectorate of Turkey in Asia 
and defend the integrity of. the Empire in 
case Russia should at any time transgress 
the limits of her new territory in Armenia 
prescribed by the Berlin treaty. The gen- 
eral assumption of the English people is 
that these two instruments have secured 
Turkey against any fresh aggrandizement 
upon the part of Russia, and that any effort 
to violate the provisions of the Berlin trea- 
ty or to trench upon the ground forbidden 
by the Anglo-Turkish Treaty will bring down 
upon her devoted head the combined power 
of England, Austria, and Turkey, and 
perhaps France. This might be a 
very safe assumption if the treaty of Berlin 
had clearly settled all conflicting points 
and left no avenues open for future compli- 
cations not provided for either by the treaty 
made by the Plenipotentiaries or by the con- 
vention that Mr. Lavarn concluded with the 
Porte. Same of the English papers, now 
that the first flurry of popular excitement 
has passed away, among them the Pall Mail 
Budget, which has consistently and contin- 
uously supported the Government, begin to 
see a danger ahead which has been very 
apparent to the outside world all the time, — 
namely, the indemnity. 

The protocols which were recently sub- 
mitted to Parliament show not only that the 
Congress did not settle the indemnity busi- 
ness, but, more than that, was unable to 
settle it, although the character of it had 
been described in Lord Nalnsnunr's circular, 
and France and Italy tock the same view of 
it as England. The issue which was brought 
before the Congress was whether Russia 
should have priority of the existing creditors 
of Turkey in demanding an indemnity of 
300,000,000 roubles. As the Pall Mali Bud- 
get puts it: Either Russia must be forced 
to withdraw her claim or the creditors must 
submit to be defrauded, and Turkey allowed 
to sink for the future into the 
position of a judgment debtor, hable 
to seizure of body or goods whenever the 
judgment creditor might please to enforce 
his claim.” The protocols show that while 
the Congress would not admit the latter al- 
ternative they did not demand the former. 
England declared she could not admit that 
Russia could have priority over any creditors 
of Turkey whose claims antedated the begin- 
ning of the war. Thereupon Count Scnovva- 
Lorr deblared that Russia did not claim 
priority over loaus guaranteed by England 
and France. Count Coxztt (Italy) inquired if 
the Russian declaration extended to other 
loans or debts not guaranteed, to which 
Connt Scnouvatorp replied that he had not 
examined this difhenlty, but affirmed, in a 
general way, that Russia proposed to respect 
legality, that is, every auterior hypothe- 
cation.” Upon the strength of this very 
indefinite assertion, M. WappryeTon record- 
ed that Count Scnouvatorr has made two 
declarations ; the first affirms that in no case 
will the indemnity be converted into terri- 
torial acquisition, will in no case interfere 
with the interest of the two categories of 
loans—-those guaranteed or those of ordi- 
nary obligation.” It is plain enough to see, 
however, that Count ScaovvaLorr’s declara- 
tion does not bear out the record. He makes 
no mention of ordinary obligations, and, in 
fact, he excepted all unsecured obligations. 
Phe essence of the situation, therefore, is 
that, while Turkey is under the conditional 
protectorate of Eagland, she is absolutely 
in pawn to Russia, with no possibility of 
redemption. While Russia has not made 
any first charge upon Turkah revenues, she 
has taken precedenos f all her ordinary lia- 
bilities, which constitute the bulk of the 
total amount. 

In other words, Turkey has been placed in 
a state of hopeless financial dependence to 
Russia from which the Congress was impo- 
tent to rescue her. She is pledged, body and 
soul, aud must give herself up “on de- 
mand,” as she caunot pay the claim. The 
question of the future, therefore, is not so 
much how will England restore or reform a 
country whose finances are destroyed, and 
who is mortgaged to her enemy, as what 


| will England do when Russia suddenly de- 


was 


deemable, will find its way all over the coun- 


mands her bond, which Turkey, by the 
treaty of San Stefano, has agreed to pay, 
and which still remains in force, since all the 
provisions of that treaty are valid which are 
not disturbed by the treaty of Berlin? Does 
this situation of affairs, this black cloud 
hanging over Turkey, lia de to burst at any 
moment, throw any light upon the follow- 
ing dispatch in our last issue: The Rus- 
sian expedition to Central Asiaaims at the 
occupationeéf the six Nimar Khanates be- 
tween Alu Darya and the Mountains of Hin- 
doo Koosh. One of these, Wakhan, is a 
tributary of Afghanistan. Its occupation 
would reduce the distance between Russia 
and India to 325 miles.” 

There has been considerable discussion of 
late in the Southern papers upon the question 
whether Gen. Lee was in favor of employing 
negro troops in the Confederate service. An 
end is now put toit by the publication in the 
Pinladelphia Times of a letter written by Gen. 
Les himself m 1865, in which he says: 


My own opinion is that we should employ them 
wiihoul decay. 1 believe that with proper regula- 
tioas they can be made effective soldiers. ‘They 
poseess the physical qualifications in an eminent 
degree, Long habits of obedience and suborcdif«- 
tion, coupled with that moral induecnce which in 
our country the white man possesses over the 
biack, furnish the best foundation fur that diseip- 
line which is the surest guarantee of military

efficiency. Our chief aim should be to secure their 
fidelity. There have been formidable armies com- 
posed 
for which they fought beyond their pay or the hope 
of plunder. ’ 


Gen, LEI even goes further than this, and, 
foreseeing that the use of negro troops in the 
Union army would be followed by emancipa- 
tion in case of success, he advises that “ The 
best means of securing the efficiency and fidel- 
ity of this auxiliary force woula be to accom- 
pany the measure with a well digested plan of 
gradual and genera! emancipation. As that will 
be the result of a continuance of the War, and 
will certainly occur if the enemy succeed, it 
scems to me most advisable to adopt it at once, 
and thereby obtain all the benefits that will ac- 
crue to our cause.“ Inasmuch as the North 
was successful and the negroes were emanci- 
pated, and had the South been successful they 
would probably have been emancipated also, 
the whine ef the Bourbons over the loss of 
Slavery does not seem to be very well 
grounded. 


Representative, BLacksurn, of Kentucky, 
member of the Democratic Congressional Com- 
mittee, has been interviewed in regard to the 
political compiexion of the next House, and he 
figures it out as follows:

If we lose. our defeat in the fight for a President 
follows, If we win, of which I have not the 
slightest doubt, there is no power this side of 
the Omnipotent that can prevent Mr. Tuna 
entering the White House in 1880. He will carry, 
by overwhelming majorities, twenty-three oat of 
the thirty-seven States [ do not count 
Mr. Torx in. The New Vora politicians are 
making attempts to galvanize him into a candi- 
date, but they cannot succeed. One best trait of 
the Anglo-Saxon race is that they have no use for 
a coward. Mr. Ti_pen has proved himself such, 
and can never get a half decent support outside of 
New York. 


All of which Mr. Maxrox MARBLE may put 
into his pipe and smoke.

We hope that the mill of Gop that has been 
grinding very slow in the case of GopLove 8. 
Orta, of indiana, will grind exceedingly fine, 
and that the people of the Congressional Dis- 
trict where he has just been nominated will re- 
turn bim by a majority tocorrespond with his 
deserts.

A special dispatch to the St. Louis G.-D. from 
Memphis, Tenn., tells how the Democrats in- 
tend to carry Phillips County, Arkansas.

Bunkx, editor of the World, and half a dozen 
other Democrats went to Memphis and pro- 
cured two pieces of ordnance and have taken 
these guns to Helena “with the open and 
avowed intent of overawing all opposition, and 
carrying Phillips County for the Democrats;

The Augusta Chronie’e and the Savannah Vews 
are both considerably distressed over the new 
independent movement that has suddenly 
sprang up in many of the Southern States, if 
not to take the piace of the Republican party, 
to at least oppose the Democratic party.

The State Journal calls special attention to 
the importance of the Drainage Amendment 
which is to be submitted to a vote of the people 
of Illinois at the November election.

It is not doubted that, iu two 
years, by ordinary ditching, tilling, and other 
drainage, there can be rescued and put in culti- 
vation at least 1,100,000 acres of as good pro- 
ductive corn-lands as can be found in the State, 
that would produce 45,000,000 bushels of corn 
aontally. Teoplo living im counties that are 
not | specially interested in this measure them- 
selves ought to vote for it for the common 


good. 

A most remarkable map, and one that will 
prove of great value and interest to a large class 
of people, has just been brought out by Mr. W. 
E. Vious, of Chicago. It is in the largest sense 
a political map of the United States, 27x40 
inches in size, conveniently mounted, and con- 
tain$ an amount of political information that 
renders it invaluable for reference. Its sub- 
divisions show the boundaries of every Con- 
gressional District in the United States, with 
their political compiexion, indicated by con-

An Easy Victory for Hanian at Bar- 
rie, Ont., Against Nine 
Competitors. 


Chicago Beaten by Providence in 
an Eleven-Inning Game.

AQUATIC. 
EASY WORK FOR BANLAN. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
BARI, Out., Aug. 12.—Fully 28.000 people 
Witnessed the regatta here to-day. The first 
race on the programme was the amateur four- 
oars, two miles straightaway, the contesting 
crews being the Argonauts of Toronto, the 
Toronto Club, and the Leauders of Hamilton. 
Thjs was a capital race, and was won by the 
Leanders. The second was a local double scull 
race, and was won by the Gardner brothers. 
The amateur single scull race was won by Phil- 
lips, of the Toronto Rowing Club. 
THE CHIEF EVENT 
in the day’s procedings was the open singie- 
sculling race for professional oarsmen, four 
miles. Ten started, viz.: Haulan, Wallace 
Ross, Plaisted, Edward Ross, Harry Coulter, 
Pat Luther, Eph Morris, Fred Hosmer, McKen, 
and Eliiott. The water was as smooth asa mir- 
ror. For the first mile and three-quarters Ross 
led, Hanlan second, Hosmer third, and Plaisted 
fourth. At the turning buoy, two miles, Han- 
lan shot ahead and turned first, taking the lead. 
On the home stretch all rowed splendidly. 
Hianlan now obtained a decided lead, and re- 
duced his stroke from 30 to 25. A hard strug- 
Cle took place between Ross and Hosmer (who 
is a lad of 10) for second place. Ross rowed 
from 30 to 36, and Hosmer frum 35 to40 through- 
out the entire race. When near the goal 
HANLAN STOPPED TO ADJUST HIS HEAD-GEAR, 
and again went on with redoubled energy, com- 
ing in an easy Victor half a dozen lengths 
ahead; Wallace Koss second, Hosmer third, 
Pat Luther fourth, Plaisted seventh. Morris, 
who only arrived to-day and rowed ina new 
boat at great disadvantage, was out of the race 
before it was half rowed. There were no fouls, 
and all were satistied that they got fair play. 
The consolation race tor defeated oarsmen takes 
place to-morrow. 
THE CONTESTANTS. 
Hanlan has now achieved his twenty-thira 
victory in twenty-live contests, proving beyond 
a doubt that he nas not vet met his match, for, 
in the two defeats sustained, accidents to his 
boat are said to be the cause. In the race to- 
day, where he met so many good oarsmen, he 
won easily, coming in a long distance ahead. 
Edward Koss is a younger brother öf Wallace, 
19 years old, and has acquired quite a reputa- 
tion on the waters of the maritime provinces of 
the Dommion. He has pulled in several four- 
oared matches with bis brother, and captured a 
few prizes in sculling races in St. John 
Evan Morris was born in Allegheny, Pa., in 
1851, and has rowed a good many races since bis 
first appearance in 1569. He has beaten some 
of the best scullers in America, including 
Scharff, Biglin, Coulter, Ten Eyck, Luther, and 
others, and been beaten twice by Haulan, the 
present champion of American oarsmen. He 
stunds tive feet nine inches, and weighs 155 
pounds. 
Patrick Luther is a Smoky City oarsman, 
whose fame 1s chiefly locai, yet attaincd some 
notoriety by winning the first heat in the Cen- 
tennial regatta at Poilade)pina in 1876, beating 
both Morris and Higgins, the London oarsman, 
but was badly beaten in the third heat by Han- 
lau and Piaisted. His last trial previous to the 
race to-day was for the championship with 
Morris, and be rowed as game astern race as 
ever was witnessed, Morris only winning by a 
few boat lengths. 
Wallace Ross is 21 vears old, and has rowed 
in quite a number ot races, aod has been gen- 
erally successful, except as against Hanlan, the 
latter having beaten him twice, although in the 
latter race Koss met with an accident which 
spoiled his chance for a victory. His friends 
are confident he is fully a match for apy oars- 
mau. and hence their eagerness for his appear- 
ance in to-day’s regatta. He stands six feet 
one and a half inches in hight, and weighs 170 
pounds. 
Harry Couiter is a Pittsburg oarsman, and by 
mauy was regarded as the best eculler in Amer- 
ica at one time, having beaten the famous 
Jimmy Hammill, and he was usually barred in 
matehes. He has been defeated twice by Mor- 
ris, although he defeated the latter previously 
in a race at Toronto. He has not figured of 
late oft the water.

THE TURF. 
CHICAGO JOCKEY AND TROTTING CLUB. 

The officers of the Chicago Jockey and Trot- 

ting Club got together at the Sherman House 
yesterday afternoon forthe purpose of consider- 
ing the programme of the, Club’s inaugural 
meeting, to be held Oct. 8, 9, 10, and 11, over 
the new West-Side track. Col. Conley, who 
who was present, stated that during the meet- 
ing at Rochester last week he conversed with 
nearly all the prominent drivers in the country, 
and without an exception they expressed a de- 
sire to participate in the meeting here. From 
what he bad seen and heard, he bad no doubt that 
all the horses that bad proved themselves good 
ones in the Central Circuit would be on hand 
at the opening of the new track and make the 
2 meeting over it one of the most sutcessful 
e€ held in this country. programme 
which Col. Conley had prepared was then pre- 
sented and discussed. At first thought it 
seemed to some of the Directors that there 
were too few slow races provided for, but 
when it was remembered that at this season of 
the vear owners of horses in the *‘ forty-five ”’ 
and three-minute classes would not be apt to 
enter them in races where 2:30 would proba- 
ably be beaten in every beat, these objections 
disappeared. In looking over the programme 
as it appears below, the reader will see that a 
better one could hardly have been provided. 
In every class it will require a first-class horse 
to win anv portion of the money, and, as there 
will be vo funny work allowed, either in 
the matter of driving horses or suppressing 
time, it is safe to say that every event will be 
hotly contested... 
The great feature of the meeting will un- 
doubtedly be “the novelty race,“ in which 
Rarus goes to wagon, Great Eastern to saddle, 
and Hopeful to harness. This will be 
no hippodrome, but a genuine up- 
and-up fight for victory. Rarus and Great 
Eastern have met once before under the same 
conditions by which they will be handicapped at 
the coming meeting, and in that race it took 
six heats to decide the contest.- John Splau 
does not belicve that Hopeful can beat Rarus, 
even if the latter does pull a wagon, and alto- 
gether there can be no doubt that the trotting 
between these three great lights of the turf will 
be for blood. 0 

The other classes are well arranged, and the 
management has given the pacers a chance by 
offering a $750 purse, for which they can skate 
around the track as many times as the 
drivers may see fit to let them. in 
the free-for-all on the last day Rarus and Hope- 
ful are barred, and this fact will undoubtedly 
induce a large number of such horses as Pro- 
teine, Midnight, Croxie, Adelaide, etc., to enter 
for the purse. 

In regard to entries, it was decided to have 
them close Saturday, Sept. 28, at 11 o’clock p. 
m., with Alvin Hulbert, the Treasurer of the 
Club, at the Sherman House, the entrance fee 
to all pufses being 10 per cent. Assistant-Sec- 
retary Boyle was instructed to advertise the 
meeting and programue iu the leading sporting 
papers, after which the Club adjourned. The 
programme is as follows: 

First day— Purse 81. 000, for 2:40 horses; 
$1,500, for 2:20 horses. 

Second day—Pugse $1, 000, 
puree $1,500, for 7:23 horses. 

Third day— Special purse of $3,000; Rarus to 
wagon, Hopeful to harness, and Great Eastern to 
saddle. Purse $1,000, for 2:34 horses. 

Fourth day—Purse $1,500, for 2:26 horses; 
purse $750, open to all pacers; purse $1, 500, 
open to all trotters; Rarus and Hopeful barred.

The sudden death of Mr. H. J. Montague, 
which occurred on Sunday morning at San 
Francisco, will not, as some appear to have an- 
ticipated. make any alteration in the present 
plans of the Diplomacy party. The piece 
is to be blayed at McVicker’s Theatre, as here- 
tofore announced, on Monday next. Who will 
fill the place of Mr. Montague has 
not vet been ascertained. Mr. Simmous 
is now negotiating with several prominent 
leading meu in New York on the subject. The 
remains of the deceased actor will be embaliaed 
and conveyed Kast, and will then be sent to 
Euglaud. Mr. Moutague was unknown in 
Chicago, but his name had been pretty widely 
known among all who took an interest ip 
theatrical affairs.

Mr. Montague’s famity are ail in England. He 
had no reiatives living in this country.

Montague's death was received in this citv to- 
day with expressions of heartſelt grief on every 
hand. Among the actors deep sorrow was felt 
avd expressed. He was suffering, when he left 
New York on thee2d of Jul, from a severe 
cold. Sunday morning a dispatch was received 
from San Francisco announcing that he had 
been attacked with hemorrhage of the lungs, 
but his friends afterward received a reassurivg 
dispatch from the actor himself, and the ap- 
nouucement of his death came with start- 
ling suddenness. 1 am an old veteran,” 
said John Brougham, aud have no fear of 
death, but Moutague’s loss has made me very 
sad.’’ Charles A. Stevenson, an iutimate friend 
of Mr. Montague, said Montague nad been sub- 
ject to hemorrhage of the lungs for a long time, 
but had not spoken of his malady to avy one, 
so that only a few friends knew ofit. Mr. 
Stevenson remembers that, on the 3d of last 
March, he called on Montague and found him 
sick in bed. He then discovered the nature of 
his ailing, but, at his urg@nt request, promised 
to remain silent. Betore leaving for Califorvia 
the actor drew up a will, leaving all bis 
property to his mother, Mrs. Mann, and bis 
sister, Miss Mann. Mr. Montague, it will be 
remembered, had intended to visit his people 
in England this summer, but was induced by 
Mr. French’s liberal offer to take the company 
to San Francisco, thus going to his death, His 
: first appearance in this city was at Wallack's, 
Oct. 6, 1874, as Tom Gilroy in “Partners for 
Life.“ His acting inzthe Romance of a Poor 
Young Mau brought him into prominent no- 
tice, and trom that time he was the popular 
actor of his class. T@e I mes savs:: *‘ He was a 
genre painter of the stage, and Meissonicr is 
not despised because Titian was the greater 
genius. All nis work was good, Within his 
scope, few actors excelled Montague, and, 
therefore, his sad and sudden death is a loss to 
tne drama. Montague was born in 15i6 in 
Staffordshire, Engiand. He went on the stage 
at tne instance of Boucicault, who first saw him 
in amateur theatricals. He attained speedy and 
lasting success both in England and in this 
country. No actor in New York was more 
familiarly spoken of, and none would be more 
missed. „Tue funeral arrangements will he 
under the direction of Messrs. Wallack and 
Boucicault.

Whatever 
temporary drawbacks may result from unfavorable 
seasons, or trom less abundant production of 
crops, there will still be found a rapid progression 
in the cultivated area from year to year, which wiil 
bring a continued accession of business to our 
lines. The new year upon which we have entered 
is marked by consideralile improvement in this 
direction; and while the exceptionally hot and 
damp weather is unfavorable to maturing tne 
wheat and bariey, and the harvest is delayed by 
heavy raing on some portions of the line, so that a 
less yield both in quantity and quality may be ex- 
pected; as compared with the superior crop of last 
year, there yet remains a very considerable in- 
crease in acreage; as partial compensation for the 
loss. On the other hand, there is promise of & 
good corn ¢rop on our Western lines in lowa. The 
large amount of new lands broken up this year 
preparatory to the next crop, gives assurance of 
the continued productivenese of our Winona & 
St. Peter Line. 

The net revenue of last year amounted to 7 per 
cent on the preferred stock, and 6 4-10 per cent on 
the common stock, and conclusively demonstrates 
the intrinaic value of the property.

ATCHISON, TOPEKA & SANTA FE 
| KAILROAD., 

The progress of the Atchison, Tokeka & Santa 
Fe Railroad is one of the most encouraging 
signs ofthe times. The approximate earnings 
of the road and branches for the fourth week in 
July were $94,000, aud for the corresponding 
week Juiy, 1877, $44,168. The approximate 
land sales for the fourth week in July, 1878, 
were 23,000 acres, and for the corresponding 
weck in July, 1877, 17,152. The approximate 
earnings for July were $330,000, and the actual 
earnings for July, 1877, $187,142. The actual 
land sales for July, 1878, were 79,500, and 
for the corresponding month in 1877, 33,414. 

The Boston and New York capitalists who 
are building the road have the most unlimited 
confidence in the success of their great enter- 
prise, They are pushing one branch of it up 
the Grand Canon of the Arkansas to secure a 
share of the rich mineral trade of Southern and 
Central Colorado, and rumor has it that they 
have their eyes on Salt Lake and a connection 
with the Central Pacific as the Western termi- 
nus of this branch of the road. The other 
branch they are pushing southwest about as 
fast as men and money can do it in the direction 
of Albuquerque in New Mexico, which 
point they expect to reach during’ the 
coming winter. ‘This will leave the gap to be 
completed to Fort Yuma, on the Colorado 
River, less than 500 miles. They will then 
propose to Mr. Huntington, of tue Southern 
Pacific, to build half this gap, and if the propo- 


sition is not accepted, the Atchison & Santa Fe 


Company will build it themselves. 

From this it appears that while Tom Scott is 
fooling away his time trying to cajole Congress 
into giving him an immense sum from tke Na- 
tional Treasury, the southern half of the Re- 
public is bound soon to have a railway without 
a Government subsidy of a single dollar in 
cash. It now looks as if, in two or three years 
at most, the country will have the advantage of 
a new railway line from ocean to ocean. A 
good beginning that for the new era of national 
prosperity which it is believed is soon to biess 
the land. 


THE NEXT SARATOGA MEETING. 

The meeting of Trunk Line Presidens and Gen- 
eral Managers, to be held at Saratoga on the 
20th, promises to be the most important of the 
Mamagers’ meetings yet held. The consolida- 
tion of the fast freight lines running over Van- 
derbilt’s roads wül be one of the principal ob- 
jects of the meeting. It is now proposed to 
merge the Red and White Line into the Blue 
Line, the latter to do all the East-bound busi- 
ness over Vanderbilt’s roads, while the Mer- 
chants’ Dispatch is to do all the West-bound 
business. ‘he live stock business will also 
come up again at that meeting, and another 
effort will de made to get rid of the Eveners. 
Tuere is. however, but little prospect that the 
* Eveners’ Ring will be legisiated out of ex- 
istence, as some of Vanderbilt's managers are 
said to have good reason to desire a continu- 
ance of this arrangement. 

As regards the formation of an East-bound 
pool at that meeting, evervthing depends on the 
results of the conference now being held be- 
tween Vanderbilt and the Managers of the Grand 
Trunk Raiiway regarding the future business 
relations between the Grand Trunk and Van- 
derbiit’s roads. If the negotiations result in 
au understanding between the two parties there 
can be no doubt that the formation of a new 
p ol will be one of the subjects of discussion at 
toe Saratoga meeting.

A Well Preserved Saurian. 

The most important geological * find“ of the 
— has been made by Prof. F. H. Snow, of the 

Lantas Universitly scientific expedition, about 
300 miles east of Denver. This discovery con- 
sisted of a giant reptile ur Saurian, so. perfectly 
preserved as to exnibit a portion of the outer 
covering or hide,“ Previously geologists had 
found hundreds of specimens of these Saurians 
with the bones alone remaining, so that this 
discovery of the outer skin is something eu- 
tirely pew to scidnce. The Saurian in question 
was about thirty feet in length, and it might 
have been supposed that the external piates or 
scales would be of large size, as isthe case 
with the living crocodiles and alligators. But, 
on the contrary,the Saurian scates are very 
small for an animaiof such imposing dimen- 
sions. being no larger than those ol an ordinary 
garter suake. ‘The rock in which this fossil was 
found was of the cretaceous formation, un- 
usually compact in texture, waich probably ac- 
counts for the preservation of so perishable a 
portion. In urder to reach the specimen it was 
necessary to move about six feet of overlying 
rock, which required three days’ labor of the 
Protessor aud bis two assistants, Messrs. Dyche 
and Foster, students of the University. ia 
other respects the expedition has been very suc- 
cessful, having already shipped to Lawrence for 
the Universitv catanets over 100 los- fishes and 
many Saurtau skéletons, besides six or seven 
thousand skeletons of the living birds, plants, 
and juseets characteristic of the plaius.

with some 500 at Detroit. These facts are rather 
heavy for straws, but they show which way the 
wind ise blowing just as well as if made 
of lighter material. They show that there is plenty 
of grain in the country, and that the holders are 
willingly marketing it at present prices. It is 
rather surprising that corn should be received so 
liberally just now; the fact may be accepted as a 
proof that the prospects for the coming corn crop 
are improving. 

We note that the rules for inspection of grain in 
Milwaukee provide that wheat which is mixed shall 
be graded as mixed.” This is a enfficient answer 
to the absurd claim. that, without vermiesion to 
mix winter and spring wheat here, the trade in the 
former will go to Milwaukee. 

The leading produce markets were again active 
yesterday, and irregular. Hogs and vrovisions 
were firmer, and grain lower, the latter being de- 
preseed by the fact of large receipte, though the 
later feeling was firm. The forwarding movement 
was somewhat less active. 

Dry goods were in fair request, and were firm. 
Groceries met with a liberal inquiry from the city 
and country trade, and most lines were firmly held. 
Coffees and sugare were the most active, and dis- 
played the most strength, though there were no 
signe of weakness anywhere. There was a con- 
tinued liberal inquiry for butter, and for anything 
good enough for table use the market was strong. 
Cheese remains very quiet, though the feeling is 
firmer, in response to a small advance at the sea- 
board. Fine full creams are in light stock. and 
holders are firm at 7c. The dried-fruit market pre- 
sented no new features. Fish were firm as pre- 
viously quoted. No price-changes were noted in 
leather, bagging, tobacco, coal, and wood. Oils 
were in fair demand, with lard, linseed, carbon, 
and turpentine held firmly at former quotations. 

The cargo lumber market was dull and easier. 
The offerings were rather large, and, although a 
number of sales were made, buyers held back un- 
til sellers came nearer their views. The yard mar- 
ket was unchanged in its genera! characteristics. 
A fair order trade was in progress, with prices ir- 
regular, the list-quotations for common-stuff be- 
ing frequently shaded. The demand for wool was 
fair at the prices ruling for Phe past few days. 
Broom-corn was very active, aud lower. The or- 
ders were from the East, and dealers found it nec- 
essary to make concessions to offset the late ad- 
vance in freights. The sales of green fruits were 
fair yesterday, some varieties being firmer on ac- 
count of small offerings. Potatoes were slow and 
easy. Hay, hides, and salt were unchanged. Seeds 
were again firm, the market being poorly sup- 
plied, and there was quite a good inquiry for prime 
timothy, clover, and flax. 

Lake freights were moderately active and firmer, 
on the basis of 2c for corn and 2c for wheat by

A PALACE. 
The Luxurious Home Death Prevented Mark 
Hopkins from Eujoying. 
San Franciseo Paper. 

The latest acquisition to the palaces on Nab 
Hill is the house of the late Mark Hopkins, and 
for grandeur of design, cost of construction, 
etc., it bids fair. when completed, to take a high 
rauk among the most pretentious of its neigh- 
bors. It is of the modern Gothic style of archi- 
tecture, and is at once rich and majestic, com- 
paring favorably with the princely dwellings of 
the other railroad magnates, although differing 


materially from each. Large pillars of 
polished granite flank the gateway and 
doorway, while broad walks of stone 
flagging extend around the hoase, 


and lead to the convenient and elegant stable 
which stands to the south, near the base of the 
hili. Inthe basement are the supper-rooni, 
break{fast-room, and billiard-saloon, the ceilings 
of all of which are beautifully frescoed, the work 
of the first-named apartment being appropriate- 
lv bordered with sketches of various fruits, 
while the walls are finished in primavera wood. 
The breakfast room is finished in oak, and in the 
borders of the frescoing are represented sheaves 
of wheat, ears of corn, etc. Adjoining this 
room is a sort of conservatory wita glass walls 
and roof and a large marble Hlyv-tunk iv the 
centre encircled by pots of many*colored flowers. 
Ascending a flight of stairs to the first floor 
proper, the reporter’s attention was first at- 
tracted to the great Moorish room which looks 
out on California street. The frescoing here 
contains apparently all the colors of the rain- 
bow. interwoven in a vast number of varied 
forms and figures, the effect of which is very 
fine and simply indescribable. The parlor on 
the opposite side of the halt fronts on Mason 
street. The trescoing is done in what is known 
as the India sivle, and is made to harmonize 
with the French Gothic. Around the walls will 
be hung a fairy-like tapestry of embroidered 
silk, and the entire furniture of the apartment 
is 40 be made of maple. ‘lothe west of the 
parlor is situated the main conservatory. It has 
lofty EClass cbilings, and is admirably arranged 
for the admission of the warm and cheering 
sunlight. Next is a saloon frescoed in the man- 
ner in vogue in the Middle Ages, and which will 
pe finished in solid mahogany, cherry, and white. 
The finishing of the reception-room is to be 
rosewood, and the trescoing is in the English 
Gothic pattern. The library adjoining is fin- 
ished all in German black walnut. On the north 
side of the house is loeated the dining-room, 
which will be finished in brown weathered En- 
glish oak, a wood of rare and valuable qualities, 
In addition to the principal roome mentioned 
on this floor is a vestibule and a grand hail, 
whose Walls will form a picture-gallery, and the 


plan of which is majestic and colossal 
ih the extreme. It is eighty-two 
feet long, twenty-five feet wide, and 
forty-five feet high, and reaches nearly 


to the roof. At the bead of the first flight of 
the broad stairway of English oak is a Gothic 
arch, on which is painted a pretty sketch thirty 
feet in width representing Home.”

See Damascus and die” is a proverb both 
of the Turk and Arab, and to them it is the 
very prototype pf the glories of heaven. 
** Wooded park traversed by running water” is 
the literal meaning of paradise as used in the 
Koran. When we consider that for the greater 
part of the year most of Syria is an arid desert, 
without sign of tree and no water save that 
gathered in cisterns, itis no wonder that the 
sight of running water is a most voluptuous 
pleasure to the Arab, and that his imagination 
delights to dwell upon *‘esh Sham” (Datnascus), 
with its forests of green trees and innumerable 
streams and canals, and sees in it the abode of 
periéct bliss. Tothe European eye, that is ac- 
customed to see extensive groves and ficids in a 
high state of culture, orto the American, who 
is accustomed to look upon the verdure of 
vast virgin forests, the Plains of Damascus can- 
not make such an overwhelming impression. 
Reaching it, as he must, by the stage-coach 
from Beyrout, that runs over the only road we 
find in Syria fit for yehicles,—built dy the 
French in 1860, to enable them to transport 
their, troops and equipments,—the traveler at 
first shares the delight of his Mosiem com- 
panions, but on entering the city he is incliped 
to exclaim, Are these dilapidated walls, these 
rugged streets, these mud-walled houses, 
famous Damascus? Bat as he enters these 
mud-walled houses he will find them adorned 
with the most gorgeous splendor that thought 
can imagine or pen derict. Lamartine, in his 
„Travels in the Orient,“ gives a most vivid 
description of some of these luxurious apart- 


ments. with their fountains and flowers and

THE SOUTH TOWN. 
PERSONAL-PROPERKTY RETURN® 

The South-Town Assessor hopes to get through 
with ihe personal property some time to-day. All 
the work is completed with’ the exception of the 
assessments on a few banks, private bankers, and 
heavy down-town houses, but it is believed that 
these have been sufficiently considered to enable 
the Assessor to afrive at conclusions regarding 
them to-day. Tuk Trisune pointed out some 
weeks ago the difficulty encountered in 
getting at the assessable propeu yx of 
the private bankere. The Assessor has been 
laboring with this class and testing the genuineness 
of their schedules by examining them under oath 
with regard to their possessions. In this he is as- 
sisted by Mr. Johu M. Rountree. The five eched- 
ules with which the Assessor is most dissatisfied 
are those of Messrs. Christoph, Silverman, Fore- 
man, Meadowcroft Bros., and Lunt, Preston & 
Kean. ‘The two first-named gentlemen were put 
on the rack yesterday, andthe result was au ad- 
mission on Mr. Silverman's part that 
he bad misapprehended thé exact requirements 
of the schedule, but that, according to bis know|- 
edge of what was necessary to be returned, he had 
acted in all honesty and candor. He still main- 
tained, however, that his schedule was substan- 
tialiv correct, and expressed his entire willingness 
to have the Assessor examine his books, and see if 
he was far out of the way. Mr. Christoph took 
the position that bis schedule was right, and abso- 
lutely refased to let the Assessor see his books. 
No conclusion was arrived at yesterday in either 
case, and the <¢xamination will proceed and 
be concluded this morning. As long as 
a taxpayer swears to his schedule it ww 
difticalt to see hgw the Assessor can 
alter the seturn. If, fever, the taxpayer re- 
fuses to swear to it, the Assessor can put him 
down at what seems to him, in view of all the 
knowledge he has obtained as to the person's tax- 
ble property, the proper figare. These private 
bankers’ schedules are admitted to be the most 
unsatisfactory kind of papers that an Assessor bas 
to consider, the difficulty being that while they 
are technicaliy carrect they are in reality and very 
often untrue and incompete, although it is diffi- 
enlt to prove them so. Possibly, however, some 
consciences may be quickened under the solemni- 
ties of an oath, and in this way the truth may be 
arrived at. 
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THE SHOEMAKERS. 
MR. WEBER. 

The shoemakers strike has had no new develop- 
ments since Saturday. The manufacturers are ap- 
parently firm in their intention to refuse the terms 
demanded by the ‘* bottomers,*’ and the latter as 
yet show nosigns of weakening. A reporter cailed 
upon Mr. G. W. Weber, of the Weber Manufactur- 
ing Company, yesterday. Said he: 

»The men have now been out of work one 
week. If they shoula go to work, even at the in 
creased rate of wages, it would take them twenty- 
one weeks to make up what ther have lost. In 
fact. they are playing a lo@sing game all through. 

Ho does it effect the manufacturers? 

»Iis rather a benefit than otherwise to have 
the men stop work for a few weeks. I myself have 
enough stock on hand to last two months, and so 
do not feel alarmed, although | am sorry for the 
men. who can't afford to-remain idle. 

But the time will come when vou will have to 
have workmen or shut up shop. 

It will be about like thie: At the end of two 
months there will be certain lines of goods that we 
will get short of, and then, if we choose, we can 
put in men enough atthe advanced price to make 
up the deficiency in nose lines, and ther also, if 
we choose, we can discharge them and let them 
remain out of work all winter. That is what the 
manufacturers can do, if they desire to. I don't 
want to oppress the shoemakers, but I can't afford 
to pay more than $3.50acase. A man might as 
weil quit business atonce as to attempt to go on 
while he is losing money.” 

‘* How is it about the introduction of Chinese 
lavor in the factories*’ 

We have had several very good offers from the 
Six Companies. They are wiliing to make befter 
terms with us than usual, because they are anx- 
ious to introduce the Chmese to Chicago. It would 
be the entering wedge. and. once established bere, 
they could soon get into other trades and occupa- 
tions.

Mr. Weber produced ftom a large case a pair of 
women's shoes. 

These, said he. Dare from Sampson's 
factory at North Adama, Mass., where (Chinese 
alone are employed. Iventureto say that they 
are as well made as any of the same grade pro- 
duced by any other factory in the country. Now, 
what are the figures’ There shoes cost me 70 
cents a pair. It seems incredible that one of 
these shoes can be made for > cents, ontitis. 1 
sell these shoes wholesale at $1.15 a pair, giving 
me ey of over 50 per cent. 

That is a large profit.” ‘ 

»So itis; but you must remember that it is only 
on Sampeon's shoes that I make that much. On 
all other goods the percentage is far below that fig- 
ure. Now, what is the logic of it? Sampson's 

roods are sold to meat a price affording mea far 
arger profit than any other goods, yet Sampson 
undoubtedly makes a goed pront himself.“ 

Mr. Weber also exhiviled other Sampson shoes, 
giving the cost and selling price of each style. One 
air costing 80 cents was markea $1.25, one cost- 
ing 60 was marked $1. ‘The reporter was next in- 
vited up-staire tothe work-room to talk with tne 
shoemakers, severaiof whom were still there fin- 
isbing up their jobs. 

One man who was engaved on the work known 
as treeing stated to the Yisitor that for the last 
year his wages had averaged $12 a week. Two 
younger men said that they earned $13 and $13. 50 
a week respectively. The reporter asked what the 
**bottomers ** had been earning. The men agreed 
in saying that the wages ef the ‘‘bottomere” had 
averaged from $7.50 to $) a week. but taat work 
was not considered of so bigh a class as treeing and 
other branches, nor was h so difficult. 

THE STRIKERS AT THEIR MEADQUARTERS 
were in the best of Spirits. In the forenoon they 
reported that John Muiien, a manufacturer doing 
business at No. 67 West Kinzie street, had ac- 
ceeded to their demands, and had put sixty Union 
men at work, and that proflers of support were 
coming in from every section. They were merry, 
and predicted that it would not be long before 
they all wouid be at work again at the increased 
prices.

THE NEBWSBOYS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Aug. 10.—I am sure the citizens are 
very thankful to you for your remarks relative to 
the newsboys not being allowed on the street - cars, 
and I trust they will be the means of an order 
being issued preventing them. To allow them to 
jump on and off before starting, however, would 
still be a great annoyance, especially to ladies. 
Passengers can just as well parchase before enter- 
ing the cars. 

Something better can be done for those poor 
boys. At present they are (aga whole) a swear- 
ing, gambling set of little vagabonds, under no 
control, and fast graduating to become a burden to 
the State. I would propose to change the news- 
boy to a newscarrier, and the name of tue News- 
boys“ Home te the ** Newscarriers’*’ Home. 

Let the city be divided into districts, and the 
diiferent districts apportioned to men who, after a 
thorough canvass fur orders from the inhabitants, 
will purchase whatever number of papers they may 
desire for their districts from the different news- 
paper offices, and employ those boys as ‘* deliv- 
ery- boys, giving each à certain portion of a 
street. By this system there will be just as many 
— gaa ps sold, and as many boys employed; 
they will then de under a master and accountable 
to him for their good behavior, and there will be 
an ambition inspired, as the best ‘* deliverer”’ 
will command the best wages. In a short time the 
boys will be uniformly dressed, and be as peat, 
clean, and polite as the A. D. T. Company boys. 
The only time they will be together will be when 
they are under the eye of their employer, and the 
majority of them when they get older will aspire 
to something better,—no more grouping on the 
corners, swearing, cursing, shouting. screaming, 
gambling their earnings, and committing all kinds 
of petty depredations. 

As for the boot-black portion, how many fami- 
lies spend as much getting their boots cleaned on 
the street corners as would feed and ciothe one of 
those boys’ In their homes he would be useful for 
a hundred little things besides,—cleaning knives. 
carrying wood and coal, going messages, etc. ‘To 
a stranger it must appear odd tosee one of our 
well-dressed citizens leaving his home ona fine 
morning with a pairof muddy boots on. We are 
accustomed to see it, and do not mind it. 

All the news-shops, barber-shops, and cigar- 
stores on the leading streets would then keep a boy 
to brush boots, etc., and both citizens and strau- 

ers would soon know that they could get their 
ots brushed in any news-shop, barber-shop, or 
cigar-store. This change would not injure any- 
thing or any one, but would make a different bov, 
or set of boys,—bdboys of whom we may have been 
ashamed in the past, but of whom we may be proud 
of in the future.

COMPRESSED AIR. 


Motor for a Street-Car. 
New York Sun. 

Mr. Henry Bushneil, of New Haven, is the 
inventor and constructor of a new compressed- 
air motor street-car, the chief peculiarity of 
which is that he is able to force air into his re- 
ceivers until his gauge registers the enormous 
pressure of more than 3,000 pounds per square 
inch. His receivers are tubes, the largest of 
which are twenty feet long, ana only eight inch- 
es in diameter, inside measurement. There are 
four of these, two lying side by side above the 
axles, and next to the wheels un either side of 
the car. Between them at ove end are four 
other tubes, six feet long and six inches 
diameter, inside measurement. The ma- 
terial is wrought iron three-eighths 
of an  iuch _ thick, lap-welded. The 
heads of the tubes are one and a half inches 
thich, and are welded in. The double-cylinder 
engine which utilizes this air in turning the 
wheels of the car does not differ materially 
from a steam-engine, except that its two cylin- 
ders are only two and three-fourths inches in 
diameter, inside measurement. The machine 
built by Mr. Bushnell to compress the air con- 
sists of three steam air-pumps. ‘The first and 
largest is merely a feeder tothe second. The 
air that comes [rom it is condensed to a pressure 
of about six pounds. This denser air is more 
worthy of the prowess of the second pump, 
which in turn crushes it into a greatly 
smaller compass. Ihe gauge on the com- 
pressing machine has registered 3.500 
pounds per square inch. The, plungers of 
the second and third 1 have no heads. 
They are merely rods of steel forced into ves- 
sels containing oil. Asthe plungers move out 
and in, the surface of the oi] falls and rises, ad- 
mitting the air through one valve and forcing 
it out ot another. It is, therelore, necessary to 
have the packing of the pluogers only oil-tight, 
not air-tight, under the tremendous pressure. 
Air, like all other substances, gives out heat 
while being compressed, and it is necess to 
cool the chamber that first receives the air from 
the third pump by a covering of cotton-waste 
saturated with water. On the other band, the 
expansion of the air as it is given off at each 
half-revolution of the car-engines absorbs heat, 
and, after running the ¢ar for a short time, the 
eogine-cylinders and escape-pipes are whiten- 
ed with frost. This coolness destroys, in part, 
the elasticity of the air as it enters the cylinders. 
To remedy this, Mr. Bushneli will surround the 
cylinders with stout metal jackets, beneath 
which he will force air with the sid of a small 
pump geared to the machinery of the car.. This 
new! y-compressed air, he says, will supply heat 
enough to keep the cylinders warm. 

The writer rode, recently, on the new car 
as far on the Whitneyvilie road as Mr. Bush- 
nell could go wrthout interfering with the 
trips of the horse-cars. The motion was 
easy, and at times about twice as rapid as 
that of a horse-car. The new vehicle obeyed 
the engineer promptiy in starting and stop- 
ping. The distance traveled in going and re- 
turning wasalittie over a mile. At the start 
the gauge registered 1,500 pounds. At the re- 
turn the pressure indicated was 1,500 pounds. 
When the @rwas allowed to escape froma 
turped cock the roar was frichtful, and was as 
irritating to the ear as escaping steam. In run- 
ning, however, very little noise is heard from 
the escape-pipe, because the escaping air is 
made to pass through a mass of ordinary curled 
hair. This device Mr. Bushnell esteems one of 
the most important of his inventions. He has 
no doubt that it would prove equally efficacious 
in deadening the sound of escaping steam. 

Friends of Mr. Bushnell claimed that he 
could uever make a receiver capable of retain- 
ing air at the high pressure he had in view. 
The air that was in the tubes last Thursday was 
pumped in, he says, on the 26th of June. The 
gauge then showed 2,100 pounds. The press- 
ure N lessened until two weeks ago, 
when it was 1,900. At that time asmall leak 
was discovered. This leak was closed with the 
turo of a wrench, and, after that, not a pound 
was lost up to the trial, when 100 pounds was 
allowea to blow off, to gratify the curiosity of 
visitors, just previous to the snort trip reicrred 


0. 

Mr. Bushnell called attention to the small 
diameters of his largest tubes, He said that a 
pressure of 2,000 pounds per square inch would 
give by calculation ou the head of each tube an 
aggregate pressure of only fifty tons, while the 
two-feet heads used by the inventor of a rival 
compressed air motor, would have to withstand 
an aggregate pressure of 180 tous if a pressure 
of 800 pounds per square inch should be put on, 
as the inventor claimed was possible. The 
heads are necessarily the weakest parts of the 
tubes. A welded joint, such as his were, was 
usually reckoned twice as strong as a riveted 
one. ) 

On a previous occasion Mr. Bushnell made a 
round trip ou his car on the Whitneyville road, 
a distance of a little over four miles. The pres- 
sure was then reduced from 1. WO at the start to 
750 pounds on the return. A company called 
the United States Motor Power Company has 
been formed, and Mr. Busunell is ite President. 


THE MISSOURI TREASURY. 


A Sensation Caused in St. Louis by Further 
Allegations Affecting the Efficiency and 
Integrity of the State Treasurer. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 12.—A great sensation was 
created in St. Louis this afternoon by the pub- 
lication of the following in an Evening Lost 
extra: 


The researches of the Frening Post into the 
condition of the State Treasury have resulted in 
the discovery, this morning, of additional devel- 
opments, which are calculated to startle the whole 
community, and to prove the existence of a con- 
tinued defaication and a criminal misuse and lose 
of more than half a million of State funds. We 
ace not in a position to give our authority for 
the statement, but we are willing to assume the 
responsibility for asserting that the July interest 
on tne State bonds was not paid by the State, but 
that more than $200,000 of the coupons are now 
held by a bank in New York until it shall dispose 
of certain so-called Kansas City water bonds to re- 
imburse itself. These bonds, which are part of 
the security which the State Treaenrer holds 
for his deposit in the Mastin Bank, are extensively 
advertised in New York, and offered for sale at 

Their real value is somewhere between 
on the dollar and 10 cents, as 
they not a bond of the City 
of Kansas City at all. even if they were guaranteed 
by Kansas City. The advertisement says théy are 
virtually guaranteed. We should have the 
strange spectacle of the State Treasury of Mis- 
souri waiting for its own coupons until a broker 
had sold some city bonds which do not belong to 
the State Treasury, and had no basiness there. In 
addition to this shortage of interest money, 
amounting to $220,000, we are ina position to 
affirm that the State Treasurer has, since 
his induction into office, carried amon 
his assets a worthless check on the Mastin Bank 
for $296,000, which was turned over to him by his 
predecessor, Mercer, and accepted by the Legisla- 
tive Committee as so much cash, making a deficit 
in the State Treasury of $516,000. in addition to 
the losses incurred by the failure of the State Bank 
andthe amount admitted by the Treasurer to be 
deposited in the Mastin Bank. The total amount 
of State moneys stolen by the Ring who have held 
control of the Treasury already 10unts to 
over $1,000,000, so far as known, 
and the only resource’ which the 
State has to look for reimbursement is the Treas- 
urer’s bond, which is practically worthlese, and 
some $400, 000 of semi-fraudulent water- bonds of 
a private corporation in Kansas City. The facts 
speak for themselves, and. while waiting for the 
proof which we propose to furnian, we challenge 
denial or disproof of our assertions.
